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Goodale: Attack on America 


ERRORISTS launched the worst-ever attack on the United 
States on the morning of Tuesday, 11 September 2001 — hijack- 
ing four commercial airliners and crashing three into New 


crashed outside of Pittsburgh. A global television audience watched in 
disbelief as live footage showed planes hitting the gigantic towers of the 
World Trade Center. Both towers collapsed with the loss of thousands of 
lives, sending up great clouds of thick dust that covered buildings and 
people in the streets like volcanic ash. The atrocity was meticulous in its 
co-ordination, horrifying in its effects. Lower Manhattan was evacuated, 
the New York skyline forever changed. 
The timing of the different events (all a.m. EDT) was as follows:

The day the terror of war was brought home to all Americans. 
The day of infamy in America. 
The most tragic hour in American history. 
The worst act of terrorism on US soil. 


ETTING the stage for this tragedy of unimaginable proportions 

and evil brilliance was the transiting opposition between » and 
y P in 14° and 12° of I[-» respectively, which falls across the 1° 

and 7" houses in the 7° II rising United States chart. * is posi- 
tioned in the first and very personal house and B, symbol of an unstoppa- 
ble force, is opposing it from the 7" house of partners and open enemies. 
We mention this first before going on to other very telling aspects. 

P is in the sign of %, the natural ruler of the 9" house, symbol of for- 
eigners as well as of higher learning, religion and long trips. The descrip- 
tion applies. P, the unstoppable force and open enemy in the form of 
Osama Bin Laden's Al Qaeda terrorist network, is represented by nine- 
teen highly intelligent, highly educated religious zealots who are high- 
jackers employing airplanes in long trips (* and 9" house) in suicide 
attacks bent on demolishing completely (P) both America's symbol of 
power and capitalism—the World Trade Center—and its symbol of mili- 
tary strength—the Pentagon. P's depth of hatred is implied. It is interest- 
ing to note that B originates in the USA's natal 9" house, reminding us 
that since its birth 225 years ago, the USA has harbored the threat of a 
foreign religious force that, as we have seen, has now come around to the 
house of open enemies for the first time since B was discovered.

On researching all of the aspects activated for the time of this attack 

on America, it is blatantly evident that there was a window of opportu- 
nity for an assault by a foreign force, a narrow period of time in which 
the success of destruction was possible. What we witnessed was a tech- 
nological feat of unthinkable proportions made possible by perfect tim- 
ing. 
The first question one asks is: what made the terrorists so confident of 
success in this terrible undertaking? There is no doubt in my mind that 
those backing the high-jackers must have used astrology as their tool for 
timing and that they had thoroughly researched the US chart. It is the 
only way to explain the deadly precision with which the enemy dealt its 
blow. That idea is not as far fetched as it might sound; ancient civiliza- 
tions have always read the stars. 
The next question is: if the above is true, did any of our own 
astrologers foresee this event? The answer is that certainly most 
astrologers knew of the stage-setter—> o° P—and its implications. Some 
had published articles months earlier reminding us that this opposition is 
most often associated with war (or high level conflict) and recession. 
Robert Hand went as far as to write that, given this opposition, terrorists 
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and Afghanistan could be involved. Lynne Palmer, as far as I know, is 
the only astrologer who predicted that September 11, 2001, would be a 
window of opportunity. In her Astrological Almanac for 2001 she accu- 
rately predicts, “Avoid Terrorist Attacks on September 11, 2001." Did 
she have the confidence to warn the necessary systems? Yes, she says. 
She contacted the news services and the tabloids, but they were not inter- 
ested. 

Going beyond the stage-setting aspect of the 4 o* R we have unusual 
phenomena to consider for this September day. Transiting o” was not 
only out-of-bounds, but was closer to Earth than it had been since 1988. 
The ) and lunar nodes were conjunct solstice degrees and, at the same 
time, in degrees of earlier planetary stations and eclipses. 

To enlarge on the above triggering aspects that gave way to the at- 
tacks, we see that transiting o’ was beyond the ecliptic in 26°48’S decli- 
nation (out-of-bounds) and had transited back (going direct) to conjunct 
the degree of its May 12, 200Istation at 29° , a degree that remains 
sensitive for months. This degree conjuncts a solstice point in 0° 4, 
which is the degree on the 8" house cusp of the US chart, P's natural 
house of the resources of others, of death and inevitable transformation. 
o" rules war and when it is out-of-bounds it goes to extremes as it does 
when closest to the Earth. So here, we have a heavy and complex combi- 
nation ready to be triggered by the ). 

We find the ) applying to conjunct the 2™ house cusp in 0° &, the de- 
gree of the solar eclipse on June 21, 2001. Eclipse degrees remain 
sensitive and powerful for months, as do the degrees of planetary sta- 
tions. The US natal 2 in 2° G is also here; as is the transiting QQ and they 
are all o° o, which is out-of-bounds and close to the Earth. 0° of the Car- 
dinal signs, especially those of the solstice (-®) are critical. Therefore, 
we have the ) triggering an already loaded situation best described as a 
time bomb. 

With the vision of hindsight it is not surprising that we find a great 
many other aspects—additional transits, solar arc directions, stations of 
planets and eclipses, as well as midpoints—in the USA chart that indi- 
cate, shock, massive destruction, explosion, collapse, restrictions of all 
sorts, fear, separation and death on an enormous scale. 

P, the unstoppable force, is also the planet that transforms experience: 
our lives and our world will never be the same. P never does anything by 
half measures. It rules the enormous scope and thoroughness of the at- 
tack as it does the hatred that the terrorists have for America. It rules the 
immense quantities of jet fuel applied to the twin towers, the black 
smoke and the decomposing bodies of the 6,333 people missing and pre- 
sumed dead under the rubble. 

¥, transiting through the USA’s 9" house of foreigners and religion is 
applying to conjunct the natal 6. To ¥ belongs the lack of understanding 
we have for fanaticism both culturally and religiously, the self-inflicted 
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and lax security screening in the area of 9" house (long trips), the devas- 
tating breakdown of our intelligence system, the illusion of safety we had 
in the area of travel, the amorphous and enigmatic enemy, the flights and 
leaps of desperate people from the World Trade Center, the lack of clar- 
ity and definition regarding those buried under the rubble, an out-of- 
control fire, the softening and implosions of buildings, collapse of struc- 
tures, pulverized debris, twisted metal, the clouds of ash and smoke that 
engulfed the people and buildings at ground zero, the chaos, breakdown 
of systems, trauma, the reaction of near panic in the World Trade Center 
and within the global markets, the catastrophe, the dashed hopes.

\, transiting the USA’s 10" house, symbol of our president, is sepa- 
rating from a conjunction with the natal ), symbol of the public. \K rules 
shock, risk and explosions and its proximity to the US ) indicates what a 
shock and total surprise the attack was to both the American public and 
to the President. Transit { will not conjunct the US ) for approximately 
another 84 years. Appropriately, by solar arc direction, )K is conjunct the 
cusp of the natal 9" from where it sends an alarm involving all Uranian 
and 9" house matters: the unusual, shocking, risk-taking and remarkably 
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sophisticated operation of the terrorists, the horror of the explosions we 
saw as the terrorist planes sliced through the towers, the new unconven- 
tional type of warfare we now face, the subsequent state of alert, the in- 
evitable change in our philosophy regarding safety in the face of un- 
speakable violence. \f also rules symbols—the World Trade Center and 
the Pentagon— that speak to the world of American power. 

, transiting in the US’s 1“ house, in opposition to transiting B in 
the 7", is forming a Mutable Cross with the natal 5" and 11" house cusps 
that indicates brute force and inevitable transformation (P) and severe 
restrictions (>) where our 11" house goals and 5" house expression and 
creativity are concerned. % governs the old rules that no longer apply in 
war, having just been rendered useless by transiting P. It rules the physi- 
cal buildings that were destroyed, the horrific human loss, the loss to the 
economy and the separation caused by death. It rules the organized, care- 
ful and methodical sequencing of the events staged by the terrorists. And 
it rules the tremendous discipline they had in carrying out their mission 
while never giving away its secret. » also rules the ears and the sounds 
they capture: the jets, the cries, the falling buildings and the sound of 
silence buried under the rubble. 

\y, transiting in the 2" house of the US chart is conjunct the US ©. Its 
position here suggests that this guardian angel and greater benefic saved 
the country from what could have been a far worse fate. We were not 
victims of biological warfare: deadly anthrax, smallpox toxins or Sarin 
gas. $0 © reflects heroes: the faithful firemen and policemen who gave 
their lives to save others in selfless acts, and the inspired, revered and 
loved Mayor of New York, Rudi Giuliani, whose courage, grace and sen- 
sitivity won him the heart of New York, which hopes he will run for an 
unprecedented third term. It describes the resilience of the New Yorkers 
and the benevolence and magnanimity of all those who rose to the occa- 
sion to give help with their hands, their dollars and their food. It stands 
also for the support our country received from foreign countries through- 
out the world. 

o, as I mentioned earlier, has returned to the degree of its May 12 sta- 
tion at 29°, conjunct a solstice point that coincides with the cusp of the 
8th house in the US chart. 0° of the Cardinal signs are critical. The tran- 
siting and triggering ) in 28° I] is about to oppose 0. It is applying to 
conjunct the 0° & 2" house cusp in the 2:15 am USA chart. As noted 
earlier, 0° & was the degree of the June 21, 2001 solar eclipse. The tran- 
siting Q is at 2° & putting emphasis on the cusp of the 2" house and trig- 
gering the eclipse degree of June 21. And on top of all this, the solar arc 
US ) is in 1° +, squaring this whole 2"-8"-house complex. Two very 
sensitive points were triggered: that of the June eclipse and that of the @ 
station. There is a concentration of energy here: & out-of-bounds and 
close to the Earth combining with the transiting Q and with the ), which 
is the trigger. And, of course, the fact that the 2" and 8" houses are in- 
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volved is crucial, the 2" house being the house of resources and finance, 
etc, and the 8" being the house of the resources of others and of death 
and transformation, among other things. o* rules courage, bravery, war, 
speed, anger, violence and sharp objects. It rules audacity, brutality, as- 
saults, and the intense heat of the fire that softened steel. It is important 
to note that on June 23, 2001, two days after the prior solar eclipse, o” 
was its closest to Earth since 1988. It was then 56-million kilometers 
from the Earth. It will be even closer to the Earth in August 2003, a dis- 
tance of only 36-million miles. 

% is part of the complex that is being triggered across the 2™ and 8" 
house cusps in the US chart. It is conjunct the 2™ house cusp and is thus 
being afflicted by transiting 0 opposing it. It is also close to the eclipse 
degree of June 21. An afflicted 2 here tells us that US resources and 
worth, represented by the 2™ house, will suffer. As we have seen in re- 
cent days in the aftermath of the attack, many segments of the economy 
are in deep trouble and there are fears of a recession. The airlines alone 
are requesting a $24-billion bailout and the Stock Exchange, which 
closed down for the longest time in its history, saw the Dow plunge 685 
points on the day trading resumed. 

Transit % was conjunct the natal US *, indicating the loss of informa- 
tion housed in the twin towers, the telecommunications systems that 
were strained, jammed, congested and overloaded with the heavy vol- 
ume. The conjunction reflects the knocked out telephones and wireless 
services across the country, the halt in air traffic and the subsequent de- 
lays in every business across the country. It indicates the breathing diffi- 
culties victims experienced from devastating ash and their need for oxy- 
gen masks because of toxic asbestos and silica. 

Last but not least, the US © is being exactly transited by \, and this 
aspect helps to offset the stress caused by the O's exact quincunx from 
transiting P. As the © rules the 4" house of emotional security in the US 
chart, it is the matters of this house-our "home"—that are being under- 
mined by . It has shattered our sense of well being. \'s influence here is 
reflected in the optimistic expression America Rising, used by the media 
to introduce their programs. 

The aspects mentioned here are those that, for me, stand out with 
most clarity, but others will no doubt find additional ones. Space does 
not allow for a description of all the midpoint structures, but what stands 
out here is a heavy concentration of o, » and P influences in the AX 
and /¥ midpoints. 

In answer to a third question, Why do the Muslims hate the US, I 
found the following piece in the Wall Street Journal on September 13, 
2001 very helpful. The quote comes from inside an article titled, "The 
Question in the Rubble: Why Us?" 

"We are sorry about the civilian victims, and cannot but con- 
demn this terrorist act," wrote the London-based Arabic newspa- 
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per al-Quds al-Arabi in an editorial this week. "But we call upon 
‘American citizens to ask, why among all the embassies, buildings 
and defense establishments of all the Western powers, it is theirs 
that are targeted by terrorist action. 
The heart of the matter is pride, say Mideast scholars, the 
pride of Muslim peoples who know from their religion, history 
and traditions they were once a dominant civilization but who 
now feel subjugated by an American super power they regard as 
culturally shallow and by what they see as its warship, Israel. 
Many Arabs and Muslims feel the normal ways societies pick 
themselves up—developing their economies, renewing their gov- 
ernments-aren't available to them, again because the US has 
propped up oppressive regimes." 
It occurs to me in view of what has just happened that as astrologers 
we should put our heads together in order to pinpoint the windows of 
opportunity ahead. The future challenges us to do so.

Nysamm? RIOR to the September 11 attacks on the World Trade Center 

and the Pentagon, the telephone number to dial for help in an 
ty) emergency was 911. It remains the emergency phone number, 
but will forever remind us of events on 9/11 in 2001. 

No major event, whether in the life of an individual or in the life of a 
nation, takes place without there having been multiple astrological indi- 
cations beforehand. The World Trade Center catastrophe was no excep- 
tion. Rene Goodale has accurately identified the indications involving 
the June 2001 solar eclipse and the []-rising US chart; Robert Blaschke 
and Nicole Girard do so using the “-rising US chart. Here I will look in 
some detail at two charts that accurately indicated these events. 

The underlying configuration behind this shocking event was un- 
doubtedly  ° PB. The basic symbolism of % in II opposed by P in 4 
just about says it all. I] is the sign of the twins; the ruler of I] is $ the 
planet that signifies all forms of exchange or trading; » can signify falls, 
* often indicates foreigners, P is frequently associated with extreme fa- 
naticism and terrorists, and the <® aspect connecting this pair, like the 0, 
indicates a conflict, perhaps an attack: the Twins fell following an attack 
(two attacks actually, as required by the [I symbolism) by fanatical ter- 
rorists from a foreign land. We should expect any reliable mundane pre- 
dictor we use, whether it is the chart of an ingress, an eclipse or a luna- 
tion, to have this cruel opposition emphasized, perhaps placed close—very 
close—to the angles at New York. 
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he Last Sunrise 
The latest of these prior predicting charts is that for sunrise 
on September 11, the day of the attack itself (see figure 3). To 
)) my mind, sunrise charts always contain the promise of all that 
can and will occur that day at that specific location. At New 
York City, dawn on Tuesday, 11 September 2001 had the rising © squar- 
ing both the elevated * at the MC and PB down at the IC.

The IC can represent many things—father, family, home—but in every 
chart, individual, mundane or horary, it also represents the End of the 
Matter. This day would end just as P at the IC in this chart promises: in 
destruction, in a multitude of innocents missing, almost all crushed and 
pulverized into fragments by the imploded office buildings to which they 
would go to work this day. Buildings are usually signified by the 4h 
house. 

The MC represents the highest point of the heavens the Zodiac will 
attain this day, the peak on which man may now set his sights. With the 
17" degree of Il crossing the MC at sunrise, the Twins will become for 
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so many the goal, the place on which their interest will be riveted: the 
intended destination of hijacked planes; of firemen, police and other 
would-be rescuers; of politicians; of television cameras and media re- 
porters; and of a world-wide viewing audience of shocked and horrified 
spectators. An afflicted 4 so close to the MC reminds us what this tradi- 
tionally implies in a natal chart. Isobel Hickey was just one of many as- 
trologers who has explained precisely what this implies: 


Good position if the person doesn't build a super-ego into his personality. 
Pride is the great danger here. Called the Napoleon complex. A rise to the 
top followed by a fall. This is only true when the person hasn't learned 
humility and has built his foundation on secure ground. Can be a social 
climber, and make money and prestige more important than service. Not 
an easy incarnation for it is a testing one. Power will be the test... 


Appropriately, was in the 10" in the nativities of Adolf Hitler, Jack 
Kennedy and Richard Nixon, as well as Napoleon Bonaparte. Each of 
the four fell from a great height, three in shameful defeat and one by way 
of an assassin’s bullets. 

We are dealing here with a mundane chart, not a natal one. Even so, 
Isabel Hickey’s interpretation is pertinent. New York’s financial district 
is a place where money is more important than service—the World Trade 
Center was the home of the World Bank with all of its rigid regulations 
and paralyzing interest rates. There was nothing humble about the Twin 
Towers. They were a public display of economic success, the tallest of 
the many cloud-scraping buildings on Manhattan Island, the greatest of 
all, the most obvious, and the most prestigious and ostentatious. These 
twin monuments to the achievements of American Business, parallel col- 
umns pointing up to the heavens, might be seen by impoverished peoples 
in the Middle East and elsewhere as giving the finger, a double finger, to 
the rest of the world: Screw you! Screw you! The persistent failure of the 
US to pay its share of United Nations’ expenses, and the Bush govern- 
ment’s recent rejections of environmental safeguards, of the existing bal- 
listic missile treaty with Russia, and of other international cooperative 
efforts only confirm that the US is both arrogant and isolationist. 

When the US exploded the atom bomb over Hiroshima the MC was 
16° 30’ II, the same point in the Zodiac as the MC in Figure 3. 

The antiscion of 16° 37’ II, the MC in Figure 3, the shadow it casts 
across 0° & is 13° 23’ &. At Hiroshima the MC’s antiscion was 13° 30” 
&. As 13° 19’ & was the position of the © just after 5 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon of 4 July 1776, the day colonial America declared its independ- 
ence from Great Britain, we see that the center of I] is meaningful not 
only for New York and its financial district but hits at the heart (the ©)

The resulting fire is so fierce that it melts the steel beams (o" o 8 in 6) 
holding up the tower. The building falls to the ground (% ¢ MC); thou- 
sands of lives are lost (P ¢ IC); and the United States is humbled in the 
eyes of the world. The Tower actually fell sometime later, as ¥ came to 
the IC. 


uly’s Lunar Eclipse 
The previous eclipse, the )’s partial eclipse of 5 July (see 
Figure 4), had exactly the same angles as those that will rise 
two months later at dawn on 11" September. The Ascendant is 
18°27’ TI, the position the © will be on 911, and the MC is 
16°36’ II the position the MC will have when the sun rises on that day of 
the Twin Towers’ catastrophe. 

Here the MC very exactly opposes a slow moving, retrograde o* that 
is just 5’ of arc away from the IC, a clear warning that a major martial 
event (probably a fire) is due to rock the very foundation of New York. . 

o& & PB is close. A standard interpretation of this alone is that it signi- 
fies suffering and injuries stemming from a violent assault. 

Yet this event will negatively affect the whole of the United States, 
for the eclipsed ) is in the 14" degree of %, closely opposing the 1776 
Independence © at 13° & — the eclipse occurred the day after the na- 
tion’s annual celebration of its independence. 

To confirm this, the antiscion of 0’, its shadow point on the other side 
of 0° 4, falls at 13°29’ %, where it is conjunct the eclipsed ) and oppos- 
ing both the transit © and the US natal ©. If you prefer, the antiscion of

This lunar eclipse clearly foretells both the nature of the event and its 
timing. Not only will New York suffer a public attack that will be deadly 
to its citizens (o" o° MC and ¢ )) on the very day that transiting © comes 
to the rising degree, but at the very moment that airborne bombs crash 
into the World Trade Center the transiting ) will be on this chart’s 4. 

\! Yes, refer back to Figure 1. Why 4? Besides being ruler of the IC 
and the dispositor of the so-important o”, } is also ruler of the 7" cusp, 
and thus significator of any open enemy New York may have. Because 
of the nature of 4, such open enemies are likely to be either religious or 
foreigners—we now know they were airborne foreign religious fanatics 
— for the Great Benefactor is unfortunately badly-placed in the IL, the 
Air sign where it is in detriment. 

Besides signifying open enemies as ruler of the 7'" house, \, by its 
very nature, must also signify those who will be the greatest help in times 
of need: the rescuers — police, firefighters, doctors and nurses — and in 
time the international community who will band together to punish those 
responsible for this horror. 
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Often the most important midpoints are seen 
without running a computerized listing. For ex- 
ample, the ) and P are separated by 30°. Half of 
this, 15°, brings each to 28° 23’ ~.

As this will be the position of the ) in 
Figure 3, the chart set for sunrise on 11 Septem- 
ber, the day the Twin Towers will be destroyed 
and so many innocent people killed, it is clearly 
a key point in this eclipse chart. 

Another: the angular distance between 4 and 
the very important §, its dispositor and the ruler 
of both the Ascendant and the MC. Exactly 14° 
separate them. Half of this is 7°, the distance 
each is away from the MC. #/4 = MC by itself is 
not so bad, suggesting an event that gets every- 
one’s complete attention, but here the MC is tied 
both to the eclipse (by antiscion) and to o%. 
Whatever is going to occur that will get so much 
attention is going to be violent (o*) and it will 
affect the very core of the United States (eclipse 
on US natal ©). 

I have made no mention of » & B as such in 
this chart of the July 2001 lunar eclipse, but 
there it is, close to the meridian. Not as close as 
one might expect, but the other close aspects 
including the two midpoints, )/2 and 3/>, more 
than make up for that. » is still some 3'4° away 
from P, applying, its affects already being felt in 
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the world’s financial markets as the country slides into a recession. 

In each of his two latest books, see Books Considered in this issue, 
Ray Merriman has detailed the stock market’s activity at the time of past 
+-B oppositions, there were seven between 1768 and 1966. Each time, 
there was a major directional change in the trend that lasted for many 
years. The 2001 * & P, because of the rising economic boom in recent 
years, clearly predicts a deep, long-lasting financial depression. 

* and P in opposition relate to so much that has occurred. They are an 
uncompromising blast of reality, a terribly devastating antidote to the 
excesses of the 1990’s in the United States. Any aspect between these 
two bodies is also related to constant probing and exploration, an activity 
that continues in the ruins of New York’s Twin Towers as girders and 
debris are removed in the hunt for more bodies of the victims; an activity 
already begun in many countries as terrorists are hunted down; an activ- 
ity that will take place in Afghanistan as those responsible for planning 
and organizing this atrocity are probed out from their mountain hideouts 
and brought to justice. 

The two charts shown at Figures 3 and 4 are sufficient. I have omitted 
others that also eloquently foreshadow this event. Readers may wish to 
investigate the following:

he United States React 
y Figure 5 is cast for the moment the first rockets fired from US 
or British ships exploded in Kabul, the capital of Afghanistan. 
= J This was almost a month after the attack on the World Trade 
Towers and the Pentagon, during which time the US President, George 
W. Bush, had demanded that the Taliban government of Afghanistan 
hand over Osoma bin Laden, the suspected mastermind behind the mur- 
derous attacks. The obvious connection between Figure 5 and Figure 1, 
the chart for when the first plane crashed into the World Trade Center, is 
shown by transiting © and ¢: the transit © at 14° + is smack-dab on the 
911 Ascendant, while transit o* at 17° 6 opposes the 911 Midheaven. 
Should we be congratulating an anonymous colleague? The timing of 
this response is impeccable. The © and o in mundane square (paran, if 
you prefer) is a prime significator for victory in battle, especially so as 
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they are on the key angles of the 911 chart. 

Earlier I discussed Figure | as the chart of an event, now we should 
look at it as the chart for the commencement of a war. To avoid constant 
turning back to the previous illustration, it is repeated here as Figure 6. 
Let’s consider Figure 1 as the chart for when the first terrorist plane hit 
the World Trade Center, for the event, and Figure 6 as the chart for the 
onset of the war between the USA and the terrorists. There is no differ- 
ence between the two charts, but there is a great difference in how we 
look at them.

In any contest or war (legal, sporting or military) the side that first at- 
tacks is signified by the Ascendant. The defending side is then signified 
by the Descendant. 

The Ascendant therefore represents the attacking terrorists and the or- 
ganization behind them. They made the first attack and were obviously 
successful in their efforts, as shown by @, the planet ruling +, the rising 
sign, strong by house, term, elevation and aspects. Besides being the 
tuler of the ascending sign, ? was also the planet ruling the hour, 

Is it strange that Q, a planet usually associated with love, harmony and 
the arts, should signify those who murdered thousands in cold blood?

All planets have both positive and negative sides to their natures, just as 
each of them is related to two apparently dissimilar signs. The two tradi- 
tional @ signs, & and =, not only fail to aspect each other in the classical 
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sense — they cannot “see” each other —but their elements, earth and air, 
are of an opposing nature. Readers will also recall the descriptions of ? 
in its different modes according to the Aztecs in an earlier issue of Con- 
siderations.' Being shone on by @ in one phase was believed to be a mat- 
ter of great good fortune, shone on in the other phase was thought to 
cause darts of illness or even death. It should also be noted that =, the 
Q-ruled sign rising at the onset of this first war of the 21" century, is one 
of the © signs most frequently encountered in the charts of prominent 
military figures. 

Further, we now know that Osoma bin Laden and al Queda own a 
chain of honey shops throughout the Middle East, which they use to 
transfer of large sums of money and firearms between different coun- 
tries. Honey, the sweet sticky fluid bees produce from the nectar of flow- 
ers, is obviously related to 9. 

Again, all flags of Islamic nations bear the symbols of the crescent 
and the star, That star is 2. 

Hence, there are valid reasons for 2 being the planet that signifies the 
terrorists in Figure 6.

Now we are back to the » o° B and all that that implies. 

As the significators of the terrorists, Osoma bin Laden, Al Queda and 
the Taliban, those did the attacking or who organized it, both 4 and 9 
need to be considered. 

The Descendant in T represents those the terrorists attacked, namely 
the United States. At the 911 attack, o the ruler of the 7" is with the 03, 
which conjunction greatly weakens it. o* is further weakened, though less 
so, by being in a cadent house.

The prevailing role belongs to the ©, which (like » 
with +) is exalted in T, has prime authority over all Fire signs, and rules 
the middle decanate (the Face) of T. It is the © and not o” that most truly 
signifies the United States. However, as we did with the Afghanis in tak- 
ing both % and @ as their significators, we should consider both the ©

There is one more exact connection between the original 911 chart 
and transits at the time of the October 7" bombing. At the moment the 
first World Trade Center tower was hit, the Midheaven at Kabul was 13° 
13’ %. B was conjunct that MC, and * was opposing it. As the first reac- 
tionary rocket from the US exploded on Kabul on October 7", transit ) 
was conjunct this relocated Midheaven. 

When will it end? 

We need to decide whether to use the 911 chart at New York or at 
Kabul, and then to find the correct time for this chart, the time that pro- 
vides an accurate prediction for the October 7" bombing. 

At Kabul, the October reprisal attack is related to P coming to the MC 
by zodiacal direction if the 911 attacks occurred at 8:45:46 a.m.

ednesday, 12 September 2001: 
Hearken back to the Grand Cross solar eclipse of 11 August 
1999, bearing in mind Nostradamus' famous prophecy, ...a 
ww) great king of terror will descend from the skies, around this 
time Mars will reign for the good cause.

Probably like many people around the world, my reactions to the 
dramatic pictures of September 11 have swung from horror to anger and 
from numbness to activism, walking the fine line between blame and 
hope.

With so much 
anger near the surface we must deal with it individually, nationally and 
globally and the place to start is personal. How we act, think and treat 
cach other expresses our own P, our own little area of power. 

Since 1979, when it moved close to the earth, the pressure to put 
right, or at least address, what force it was symbolizing in one’s life be- 
came more urgent. P, by its intensity, brings a hard lesson as it can do a 
lot of damage when it is misused. But once the pain is cleared it can un- 
earth unexpected riches. Perhaps we all have obsessions and passions 
but how we control them is important. When they become fanaticism 
and extremism the world is thrown off balance. Lately, something has 
been preventing harmony. Whether it is the poles that have shifted, val- 
ues corrupted, or most of us not paying enough attention to the miseries 
of those who have been trampled by economic, political and religious 
powers, we now have a chance to regain it. 

Being the superpower in the world the United States has the heaviest 
responsibility for treading gently and Canada, floating in its tail wind, as 
part of the New World, must also pay attention. We can make a start in 
trying to understand ourselves and each other better, especially how we 
wield the force of P, the sensitivities of ¥ as well as the structures of » at 
this dangerous time. The symbols of the terrorist targets—World Trade 
and the Pentagon caused someone to ask whether the attack was “money 
or madness.”

As the New World, North America’s role is to redefine independence 
and the link between freedom and accountability. Canada and the United 
States have emotional connections as well as different points of view but 
seeing eye to eye is urgent right now. Our & Os and significant K-= 
energy can work together as an example of individuality at its best. 
There were many Canadians who died in New York and Washington on 
September 11 and we sent our sympathy and condolences like members 
of a family. But we often question the links between our countries and 
would like more understanding. 
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The connection of neighbors and family must allow some home- 
truths to flow both ways. So, with good wishes come questions and an 
outside view that we all might wish to consider. How to combine our 
strengths while not relinquishing independence? And why is so much 
hatred and fanaticism in the modern world aimed at the United States? 

As astrologers we deal with symbolism and this situation is rich with 
it. World Trade Center and the Pentagon—trade and arms—tell a tale. 
The civilized world may be backing itself into a corner by not dealing 
seriously with the economic imbalance and the misuses of weapons 
around the world. It is not just Americans who are targets, we all are, but 
being a superpower the US does have an added responsibility, and the 
means, to bring about political revisions which are closer to the idealism 
of its own roots and an example for less powerful nations. The recent 
protests outside meetings of international leaders, in Seattle, Quebec and 
Genoa, illustrated growing frustrations and a vital need for more equality 
among nations. 

We are both blessed with opportunities to carve out communities for 
people from every part of the globe to experience and contribute their 
particular talents and ideas. But we are also cursed with the difficulties 
of practicing the promised independence while still able to live in har- 
mony. September’s tragedy shows that we are not getting it all right. The 
shock of the attacks could be a warning for Canada to avoid the gullibil- 
ity of a ¥ on the Ascendant and for the US to limit the meddling of a 7" 
house { and o’. Terrorism is a global problem and many governments 
should be asking what motivates those involved in it. It is too easy to 
turn people against each other and arouse suspicions that make people 
fearful and defensive. Nations have psyches and their strengths and 
weaknesses need to be understood so they can cooperate.

Many early immigrants coming north were the Loyalists fleeing the

When we 
choose we have a strong will. The duality of a I ) does not help that 
ambivalence or ease the bickering over our French/English roots and two 
languages. The ) squares the unconscious confusion of & in }, and adds 
to a self-doubt which tends to bother about others more than its own 
needs. The Ml- opposition often acts out of guilt. o wants to be helpful 
but is much happier being a policeman than a soldier. This is not a mili- 
tary nation and does not want to be, and relies on a more belligerent 
cousin to defend us if necessary. On the other hand, with an T Ascen- 
dant we are capable of fighting back when too much is demanded, or we 
feel invaded by American culture, or taken for granted, as has often hap- 
pened. Then our ¥ nature and o” in I? become resentful. A P in & shows 
we have a lot of resources to offer and can be generous but have trouble 
controlling them with opposite. A useful message for others would be 
if you want to borrow them, you must ask nicely! 

Since the early 1980s B has been forcing some self confrontation. For 
16 giddy years Pierre Trudeau, a prime minister who stimulated confi- 
dence and willingness to question left us either loving or hating him, but 
feeling more alive. He helped us to discover the ©-\ need to be our- 
selves. We were growing up fast. After that all the personal planets, ex- 
cept 4, progressed into Tl. and we felt manipulated by a leader too prone 
to please our neighbor’s government and be part of its superpower. Our 
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economy and natural resources were in the hands of hidden forces, or so 
we thought. That resulted in a suspicion of politicians that kept people 
reluctant to vote while wondering who was pulling our strings. These 
recent traumas of trying to balance the will power of our 4 & P, explain 
ambivalent reactions to the September tragedy. Going to war is anath- 
ema and tightening defenses on the border, as perhaps we must, is con- 
trary to the wish to come and go freely. That also brings up the matter of 
how independent can we be as a nation of only 30 million? The thought 
of eventually becoming the SIst state haunts many Canadians but for 
others it would make life simpler. Like King Canute trying to hold back 
the waves, we watch the tide suspiciously. 

A warning was there last year when transiting was close to our P 
and opposite our », forecasting another lesson concerning authority, fi- 
nances, and resources. We were ready to shoulder more authority and 
work through the tension of protecting our natural resources from a 
greedy world. 


NITED STATES 

Two difficult squares—O to % and o* to ¥—show the causes 

of self-denial and hasty action. It is not easy for Americans to 

know what is a dream and what is reality and they do not 

spend much time in self-examination. That makes it an excit- 
ing country to live in, full of enthusiasm and an anything-goes outlook 
but incautious in its dealings with the world. Then a ¥  P is yet an- 
other block to understanding others, or helping them to understand you. 

The power of a @ P and a strong 8" house (using a x Ascendant) 
draws attention to the dangers of obsessive power and control. Conse- 
quently, the world has reason to fear you and the way you apply your 
superior position without explanation.

} could sort that out. What requires serious consideration is transiting B 
in the 1* house opposing natal X and coming up to an opposition with 
natal o. 

History shows that transits around the US X and o stir up public feel- 
ings and provide turning points for a restless nation. )K made its first re- 
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turn in the Civil War and was opposing itself in 1899 when a wave of 
US imperialism took over Hawaii, Guam, the Philippines and Puerto 
Rico. Before that, transiting ¥ and B had met at the degree of natal in 
1891 and the public was angry with Benjamin Harrison, a “most belli- 
cose president”, when US sailors were killed in Chile. A new chapter 
was starting for the country when transiting X opposed transiting B in 
1901, and oil was discovered in Texas making the country self- 
sufficient. The turn of the century produced a dangerous concentration 
of wealth when 100 families ruled the entire country and corruption was 
rampant. Then President McKinley was shot. That concentration of 
power and excess has been copied by many countries where rulers were 
supported by the US in the name of opposing an Evil Empire. P de- 
mands confrontation, but itself is not evil, it is the tempter that gives us a 
choice as an initiation to a higher level of development. So that the trans- 
formation that comes after a crisis sows good seeds for the future. 

Living in Washington, (and now an ardent fan of the West Wing -TV 
version) I found the capital to be a city full of symbols, and loved the 
exhilarating freedom and energy there, until it started to change. Anyone 
could wander in and out of government buildings, the White House and 
anywhere else that seemed interesting, but gradually barriers went up, 
handbags were searched, but what really shook me was that stones 
started to fall from the ceilings of the monuments of Thomas Jefferson 
and Abraham Lincoln! That seemed like a message about some deterio- 
ration of idealism (Jefferson) and justice (Lincoln) and the founding 
principles of the country.

As the most powerful nation and one that paid dearly 
for its independence, the United States bears incredible 
responsibility for maintaining a high standard of integrity 
and honesty in politics and business dealings. Now with 
transiting on the Descendant and \K for the US and on 
natal 2 for Canada this is a time to review the values of our 
free world. In George Bush’s time, the question of oil, 
arms and the Gulf states were in the headlines and maybe 
something unfinished has returned to be settled by his son, 
George W. with his K on the US o%, which is also his fa- 
ther’s ©. 
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Words of wisdom, warning or encouragement, have come from many 
presidents. Abraham Lincoln, a © »%, talked about insurgent agents 
seeking to destroy, dissolve and divide the union and he appealed to the 
country’s better angels to defend against them. Dwight D. Eisenhower, a 
© *, warned the country about the tentacles of the military-industrial 
complex that stretches around the globe. Woodrow Wilson, a © ®, 
president through the first World War, was concerned about a network 
of power controlling trade and finances around the world, and today that 
would include drugs and arms. Appropriate words, for this time came 
from Franklin D. Roosevelt, another © =, who said “we have nothing 
to fear but fear itself” and “we can lead the world by great example.”

SAMA' (sometimes written as Usama) bin Laden is the seven- 

teenth of twenty sons of a Yemeni-born Saudi construction 

magnate, who rebuilt mosques in Mecca and Medina, Islam’s 

holiest sites, and in the process became immensely rich. The 
father had many wives, all Yemeni except for Osama’s Palestinian 
mother, whom the other wives reportedly looked down upon for this rea- 
son. Osama is his mother’s only child. 

In his youth, bin Laden appears to have been quiet and very religious. 
On his father’s death died in 1968, he inherited a fortune of $80-million, 
which he reputedly has since tripled in value. 

He graduated with a degree in civil engineering from the University 
in Jiddah in 1979. This was the year the Soviets invaded Afghanistan. He 
appears to have quickly joined in spirit with the Afghan resistance but 
did not take up a rifle. Instead, he began raising money for the jihad 
against the Soviets, and this made him popular and accepted by the Af- 
ghan freedom fighters when he moved to Afghanistan, where he was 
trained as a freedom fighter by the CIA, and where he fell under the spell 
of the Egyptian Islamic Jihad, seasoned militants who had helped assas-

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sinate President Anwar Sadat in 1981. They persuaded him that the jihad 
(Islamic holy war) had to be expanded to other Muslims living under 
autonomous infidel regimes.

In 1986 he established Al Masadah (the Lion’s Den), the first of more 
than a dozen training camps, and a year later he and the Egyptians 
founded A/ Qaeda (the base), the organization with which they hoped to 
stage their global Islamic crusade. 

After the Soviets were defeated (with the help of the CIA and billions 
of dollars of US aid) bin Laden and his extremist allies concluded that no 
secular state could defeat holy warriors. He opened more camps to train 
and indoctrinate, producing militants for the new borderless jihad. 

In 1989, he returned to Saudi Arabia to work in his family's business, 
the Bin Ladin Construction group, although his radical Islamic contacts 
caused him to run afoul of Saudi authorities. 

In 1991, bin Ladin relocated to Sudan with the approval of Sudan's 
National Islamic Front (NIF) leader Hasan al-Turabi. There, in concert 
with NIF leaders, he built a network of businesses, including an Islamic 
bank, an import-export firm, and firms that exported agricultural prod- 
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ucts. Bin Ladin also used his family connections in the construction 
business to help Sudan build roads and airport facilities. The businesses 
in Sudan, some of which apparently are still operating, enabled him to 
offer safe haven and employment in Sudan to al-Qaeda members, pro- 
moting their involvement in radical Islamic movements in their countries 
of origin (especially Egypt) as well as anti-U.S. terrorism. He reportedly 
has some business interests in Yemen as well and is believed to have in- 
vestments in European and Asian firms. 

In 1990 when Saddam Hussein invaded Kuwait and threatened Saudi 
Arabia, bin Laden informed the Saudi royal family that Al Qaeda were 
prepared to defend the kingdom. The offer was spurned. Instead, the US 
military were allowed to set up bases in Saudi Arabia, which greatly of- 
fended many Muslims. His rejection and the presence of the infidel sol- 
diers in the holy land appears to have caused bin Laden to turn violently 
anti-American. 

In the early 1990s, he founded a London-based group, the Advisory 
and Reform Committee, that distributed literature against the Saudi re- 
gime. As a result of this opposition, Saudi Arabia revoked his citizen- 
ship in 1994 and his family disavowed him. He has no formal role in the 
operations of the Bin Laden Construction group, which continues to re- 
ceive contracts from the Saudi government and from other Arab coun- 
tries. In May 1996, following strong U.S. and Egyptian pressure, Sudan 
expelled him, and he returned to Afghanistan, under protection of the 
dominant Taliban movement. On 7 June 1999, bin Ladin was placed on 
the FBI's "Ten Most Wanted List," and a $5 million reward is offered for 
his capture. 

Bin Ladin is estimated to now have about $300 million in personal fi- 
nancial assets with which he funds his network of as many as 3,000 Is- 
lamic militants. Al-Qaeda cells have been identified or suspected in Af- 
ghanistan, Pakistan, Bangladesh, Saudi Arabia, Qatar, Yemen, Jordan, 
Egypt, Libya, Lebanon, Algeria, Tunisia, Mauritania, Sudan, Azerbaijan, 
Uzbekistan, Tajikistan, Chechnya, Somalia, Eritrea, Kenya, Tanzania, 
Uganda, Ethiopia, other parts of Africa, Malaysia, the Philippines, Uru- 
guay, Ecuador, Bosnia, Kosovo, Albania, the United Kingdom, Canada, 
and inside the United States. 

Over the years bin Laden’s role has evolved from that of a financier 
of terror to becoming its most prominent promoter, catalyst and master- 
mind. 

He seems to have experienced harsh emotions: outrage at Soviet in- 
vaders of Afghanistan, indignation over American support of Israel, an- 
ger at what he sees as Western imperialism, and a hatred of an America 
that he believes uses its power to oppress the people of Islam. 

Bin Laden appears to have been involved in the 1993 World Trade 
Center bombing, and he certainly master-minded the 1996 attacks against 
Americans in Saudi Arabia, the 1998 twin bombings of American em- 
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bassies in Africa, and the October 2000 attack in Yemen of the USS 
Cole. 

There is no doubt that Osama bin Laden and Al Qaeda, the terrorist 
organization he leads, are fully responsible for the 11 September 2001 
deaths of more than six thousand people in the attacks on the World 
Trade Center and the Pentagon. The main purpose of the atrocity appears 
to have been to kill enough people so to make retaliation inevitable. 
With retaliation would come, or so bin Laden and Al Qaeda believe, a 
coming together of Moslems throughout the world against the attacking 
infidels. 

The world’s most reviled symbol of terror is tall, well over six feet in 
height, with a skeletal frame, gentle brown eyes and a long black beard. 
He walks with a cane. 

We know of two possible birth dates for this suspected mastermind 
behind these attacks: Osama bin Laden. The planetary positions at dawn 
on each of these dates are illustrated here (Figures 13 and 14). 

An Interpol notice on the web lists him as having been born at Jiddah 
in Saudi Arabia on 10 March 1957, which gives him the © in} and ) in 
IL. There are several tight and significant planetary connections between 
this } chart and those of 11 September 2001. The World Trade Center 
and the Pentagon were attacked on the day of bin Laden’s lunar return. 
11 September is the one day in the year on which transiting © opposes 
his natal ©. Also, transit * is closely opposing his natal ». 

of is important in this { chart—4 4, ¢ UO & Algol, and its antiscion & 
X — yet I suspect that the mutable Grand Cross (or mutable T-Square if 
birth was later in the day after the ) had moved into &), which is so of- 
ten an indicator of indecision and nervousness, a scattering of energies, 
feeling one thing and thinking another, and generally working at cross 
purposes, does not fit the picture the description we have of this man. 

The second date, 30 July 1957 (see Figure 14), which comes from a 
US State Department fact sheet. It has less direct connections to the 911 
transits, but what there are is sufficient: July 1957’s ) is being transited 
by the 911 ©, and the July 1957 © & X are opposed by the 911 ¥. It is 
not which of the two dates better matches the 911 transits, only that the 
natal birthday must have at least one significant hit. Both possible dates 
have this. 

Other suggested dates have been suggested on the web. However, 
these do not appear to be connected to the 911 transits. 

The © in Q chart appears to be a better fit of the Osama bin Laden 
described by the media. The © ¢ 4 * in fire suggests an unpredictable 
and talented leader with a flair for the unusual. This combination will 
cause him to feel himself special, and it suggests an unhappy childhood 
in which he suffered many indignities, was over-disciplined and given 
little personal freedom, despite or because of being born into affluent 


circumstances. 
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The four planets in Q are appropriate for a man whose ego is so im- 
mense that not only does he to prove himself and his religious beliefs 
against the world’s major military power, but he allows others to suggest 
he is a modern day equivalent of Mohammed, an ascetic holy man from 
the mountains who will unite the many factions within Islam and purify 
the religion. 

There is no water in the Q chart, which seems right for the man hated 
by millions for the killings of thousands of innocents. This lack of the 
emotional element will cause him to be unfeeling and lack any sensitivity 
to human life. Combine this with the O o X 4 4 and we have someone 
who is impervious to pity, callous and heartless. 9 0 % confirms the cold 
emotions. 

He has three wives and fifteen children but they and anyone else will 
probably be secondary to his work, his aims and desires.

The © a » gives him constancy and perseverance-the World Trade 
Center did not collapse when first bombed in 1993 so bin Laden tried 
again cight years later. He probably takes himself far too seriously. 
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© ¢ ¥ tells us that he lives what he believes in, his discontent spur- 
ring him on to experiment with the impossible. The conjunction’s trine to 
* provides the excellent timing that makes it appear that he leads a mi- 
raculous existence, always seeming to seize the right moment to do 
things. 

% o XX tells us he is unlikely to bend to outside pressure. 

This trine from » to the © ¢ , with » in the sunrise 5" house of his 
father’s possessions, also points to the large bequest he received on his 
father’s death and his proven ability to increase it. This wealth indicator 
is aided if the birth was late in the day, when ) o 4 was closer.. 

With 3 ¢ B at the I? cusp, he can be most persuasive, yet uncompro- 
mising, vengeful and anarchistic. He is likely to be angered by what he 
considers are social injustices or slights, quickly becoming the spokes- 
man for those he believes to be oppressed. This conjunction also gives 
him the ability to live happily in lonely and inaccessible places. It warns 
that attention to unnecessary detail can be his pitfall, which the presence 
of three other bodies in I appears to confirm — ¢ and ¥ in particular, 
this sign is not one in which these two are at their best. 

The apparent David challenge to the American Goliath is inspired by 
bin Laden’s fanatical religious beliefs. 2 and ¥ are both closely involved 
with P (one by close conjunction, the other by a tight sextile) and they 
are equidistant from 0° +, thus by antiscion we have % & ¥. This sug- 
gests a highly sensitive and imaginative mind-he is certainly nobody’s 
fool and probably possesses great ability for detailed planning as the four 
bodies in I suggest and events of 11 September confirm.

oo B in Q is the archetypal significator of the guerilla leader who 
fights in the hills or jungles, always ensuring he has an escape route 
available should danger threaten. He will believe violence 
to be the answer to everything, and be at his best in 
primitive conditions, in a war or a similar demanding situa- 
tion. 

The o' midpoint at 26° 48’ 2 closely opposes the 
USA’s natal ) at 27° 10’ # (Sibley chart). This close 
midpoint contact is fitting; the ) signifying the US People, 
whom bin Laden ordered to be attacked. 

I have not attempted to rectify this chart. This does seem 
to be a feasible day for the birth, and I suspect it was 
diurnal.

January 1930! it was not called Pluto after the mythological 
God of the Underworld, but because his little daughter had 
asked him to call it after the dog Pluto in the popular Mickey 
we) Mouse cartoons of the day. It just happened that the name 
was right — as happens always, of course, in all-important cases of name 
giving. Can anyone imagine Hitler having any other name? Or Napo- 
leon? A Hitler is a Hitler, and so is a Napoleon. And so is Pluto. 

Ten years or so ago I wrote an article about him called The God of the 
Underworld in his Own Home. He was in Ml, then, his own sign. When he 
was discovered he was in &, but he had been stirring things in the world 
in a very jealous, resentful Scorpionic, nationalistic way for years then 
already — certainly since the close of the 1 World War in 1918 and 
probably earlier. And in 1933 Hitler-a figure I believe had Ml rising— 
ame to power in Germany. Ten years earlier Mussolini (a © TL with Q 
rising) had taken over Italy and then the Spanish civil war broke out, 
ending with Franco, another Fascist, in control of Spain. Similar move- 
ments erupted in Hungary and Rumania and it looked as if Fascism was 
the destined pattern of government for all of Europe for the second half 
of the 20" century. (Even in Britain there was Sir Oswald Mosley with 
his British Union of Fascists.) 

But the 2" World War broke out when Hitler invaded Poland in 1939, 
and by April 1945 he and Mussolini and all the Balkan Fascists were de- 
feated and thrown out. Despite his brilliant showing during that short 
period, B hadn’t made it. Fascisim became a dirty word. Just as in the 
proverb, Give a dog a bad name and you can hang him, all you had to do 
in the political arena was to label your opposing party “Fascist” and it 
had had it. Politically speaking P was a very dirty dog. Out with his tail 
between his legs and a boot up his behind. 

But not for ever! Gradually, without people fully realizing it, he has 
been biting his way back. 

Recently, of course, it was very evident indeed in the former Yugo- 
slavia where Milosevic was trying to clear the province of Kosovo of 
Muslims and Albanians and openly calling for ‘Ethnic Cleansing’. It is 
precisely the same policy that Hitler had toward the Jews in Germany. 
“We must purify our race,” he said. Remember that SC rules the organs 
of elimination in the body. P gets rid of shit.

' The discovery was formally announced on 12 March 1930. 
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But people don’t like to be called shit. 

The Germans have a phrase for it: der letzte Dreck sein (to be the 
lowest dirt). A Dreck is muck, shit, and significantly Hitler used the 
word a lot. “That is pure muck,” he would 
say of anyone’s argument, if he disliked it. 
And he liked to liken himself to a wolf, call- 
ing his military headquarters in the moun- 
tains of Eastern Germany during the Russian 
campaign ‘the wolf's lair’. Remember too 
that Charon, Pluto’s boatman who ferried the 
souls of the dead across to Hades, also had a 
dog. Charon is now the name of Pluto’s 
moon. Walt Disney was more accurate in his 
symbolism than he himself probably realized 
when he called his dog Pluto. 

If we try to look at things from P’s point of view for a moment, today 
we must indeed seem to be a pretty dirty place. There are four million 
Turks in Germany, an equal number of Arabs and Africans in France, 
and between eight and eleven million (depending on who is doing the 
counting) Africans, West Indians and Pakistanis in Britain. “Good God,” 
he must be saying, “we've got to excrete all this stuff out. The race must 
be pure again.” 

And he doesn’t care how many people are killed in the process! Re- 
member, he rules the House of Death. 

It has actually been going on far longer than people realize, starting in 
Africa. 

The very fact that it started there confused and blinded people’s eyes 
to what was really happening. At the end of the war, when the Fascists 
and Nazis and Japanese had been defeated, the whole of Africa was a 
vast colonial continent. It was run from Europe—that is, by France, Brit- 
ain, Belgium and Portugal—as it had been for at least a century before- 
hand. Before the war Italy was in it too, but she was now excluded as she 
had been Fascist. Her territories were ‘freed’ — that is, given back to the 
Arabs and Africans. And there you have it. That was the beginning of the 
whole process, the seed base from which P could begin to worm his way 
back into things. Gradually colonialism became a dirty word. All the co- 
lonial powers had to set dates by which they would grant independence 
to their colonies. De Gaulle of France handed it over to the Arabs in Al- 
geria on 3 July 1962, after a long struggle. Those who resisted the trend 
(Portugal held out the longest under Salazar in Angola and Mozambique) 
were labeled ‘reactionary’, a word with the same meaning as Fascist. 
Both Portugese territories were abandoned after Salazar died on 27 July 
1970. And that left only 350,000 of British stock in Rhodesia and 4 '% 
million British and Afrikaners (Cape Dutch) in South Africa, ruling over 
approximately four to five times their number of Africans. That couldn’t 
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be allowed. The Ian Smith government in Rhodesia had to capitulate in 
January 1979 and F. W. de Klerk handed over power to the ANC (Afri- 
can National Congress) government of Nelson Mandela in May 1994. 
Everyone said that was the end of Fascism in Africa. Both Nelson Man- 
dela’s government in South Africa and Robert Mugabe’s in Rhodesia had 
links with Communism. (Mugabe never said he was a Communist — only 
a Marxist.) 

But labels like that can be deceptive. 

If you look closely, not at what has been pushed out but at what is 
now free to assert itself in Africa, you actually see not Democracy, not 
Communism, but fibalism. And tribalism is another word for ethnic 
nationalism. You actually have a situation exactly parallel to that in 
Yugoslavia today, since the iron, unifying hand of Communism under 
Marshal Tito was removed on 4 May 1980. Look at what happened in 
Rwanda where the Tutsis decided to get rid of the Hutu! Half a million 
were slaughtered. Whole villages were attacked and all the inhabitants 
were murdered, starting with the adult males, then the women, and fi- 
nally the children, with all the bodies thrown into the rivers, gradually to 
float down and out to sea. Doesn’t that sound like what was happening to 
the Albanians in Kosovo? P goes about his cleansing process in a blood- 
thirsty way. 

And it could happen in Rhodesia and South Africa too. There are two 
main tribes in Rhodesia (now Zimbabwe), the Mashona and _ the 
N’Debele, the latter actually related to the South African Zulus, who to- 
tally reject them and who drove them north out of South Africa in the 
19" century. Eighty percent of the population of Zimbabwe are Mashona 
and 20% are N’Debele, so the Mashona hold power under Mugabe. But 
massacres have occurred and the N’Debele are restive. 

In South Africa the number of tribes is greater and nine African lan- 
guages figure on the TV and radio programs besides English and Afri- 
caans, now a minority, but the two largest and strongest tribes are the 
Xhosa, who are really represented by the present ANC government, and 
the Zulus of the former Natal (now KwaZulu-Natal), headed by Mango- 
suthu Bubelzi and his IFP (Inkatha Freedom Party). Bloody clashes and 
assassinations are occurring all the time between these two. Each is long- 
ing for a definitive cleansing process. 

If you really take a straight look at it, unblended by misleading and 
outdated labels from the past, you can see it all over the world. What is 
the struggle between Moslem Iraq, Syria, Lebanon, Jordon and the rest 
against Israel but an ethnic one? The Arabs want the European settlers 
out. It goes by all sorts of names of course. The Jews claim Palestine and 
a lot more as well-all the territory from the river of Egypt to the Euphra- 
tes in fact was promised to them by Jehovah in a pact He made with 
Abraham four thousand years ago. The Moslems say it is Arab Moslem 
territory and are prepared to fight a Holy War to get it back. But that is 
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just religious camouflage provided by ¥. P gets on well with ¥, or ¥ with 
P. Religion backed by force—that is, by P—as been the foundation of 
¥’s bid for world power for the last thirty to forty years, ever since the 
previously relentless and apparently irresistible advance of Communism 
(Xs bid) began to falter in the late 1960s.” You can see it between Paki- 
stan and India; Islam versus Hinduism. But it is the ethnic problem in its 
naked form, as this has manifested itself 
along the Russian borders of Europe since 
the disintegration of the monolithic Soviet 
Union from 1990 on, and now in Europe 
itself in the Balkans, which has finally 
caught the world’s attention. Lithuania, 
Latvia and Estonia in the north by the Baltic 
Sea and all the little Moslem territories in 
the south that Russia gobbled up over the past 150 years, first under the 
Czars and then under Communism, began clamoring for national inde- 
pendence. Partial autonomy wasn’t enough. They wanted out altogether, 
only opting to stay partly in if they otherwise risked being gobbled up by 
someone else, or if a particular government or ruler faced being ousted 
otherwise. Think of the fighting in Chechnya, South Russia, in 1992-96 
and now again in 2000-01. It is just as bad as Bosnia or Kosovo, only 
less threatening because further away-and of course there is secret satis- 
faction that it should be happening to the West’s old enemy Russia. 

Kosovo is too near for comfort; but P means to see it closer than that 
~certainly within ‘civilized’ Europe. Possibly even in North America. 

P is not an intellectual planet. 

I first realized that strongly when I began looking at people whose 
charts showed the three ‘new’ planets rising. Uranians might be secre- 
tive, but they were intelligent — thinkers, scientists, innovators and social 
theorists and planners. Neptunians were softer and more idealistic, or 


2 Does my presentation of B and the other planets as conscious beings elbowing 
each other for supreme power over human affairs strike you as too anthropocen- 
tric to be taken seriously? Well then, just think of people strongly under the in- 
fluence of these planetary principles as doing these things. The result will be 
exactly the same. You can try to be as modern and rational and scientific as you 
like, or you can talk of archetypes in the collective unconscious as C. G. Jung 
did, but really as astrologers we all know in practice that o* does this and + does 
that and P does the other.

they might be deceptive, but they too thought about things. But I was 
astonished to find that Plutonians looked oily—like garage mechanics. 
Not all of them of course-other planets also present, or aspecting the As- 
cendant closely, modified things. But the tendency was always there a 
bit. Plutonians operate from what they feel in their guts. 

In November 1968 there was a march to the Cenotaph (the national 
war memorial) in London organized by the right wing National Front 
Party. 80,000 people marched through the streets of London to the mo- 
notonous beat of drums—de Dum, de Dum, de diddedy-diddedy Duim-as 
they chanted “the Reds, the Reds, we’ve got to get rid of the Reds.” You 
do not imagine that all those 80,000 people were sober, dispassionate, 
right wing political thinkers. There were organizers present, certainly, 
but the majority marched in response to a gut feeling that the beat of the 
drums evoked in them, just as the Nazis were able to evoke it in millions 
of Germans in what had formerly been the most civilized, artistic and 
intellectual nation in Europe. 

It didn’t develop further in Britain. The National Front Party split into 
several fragments, either naturally or by deliberate manipulation from 
outside. But it could happen again. Nationalist parties are much stronger 
in France and Germany than in Britain but, once again, it is foreign im- 
migrants who provoke and provide the gut feeling of dislike that unifies 
them. A charismatic leader is required and in France Le Pen has proved 
to be such a leader. Let one arise in Britain or even the United States and 
you will see what will happen. 

We all have o"’s energy and urge to compete and %’s suspicious cau- 
tion and underlying fearfulness (covered up as much as possible) some- 
where in our charts, just as we have }’s optimism and drive to expand in 
life, and Q’s wish to get on well and smoothly with others and, if possi- 
ble, to be loved. Moreover, we have a touch of P’s cruelty, though most 
of us would deny it. How otherwise would the Serbs and Rwandans, 
previously accustomed for years to living in peace with the other races, 
nationalities and tribes in the neighborhood, suddenly begin raping and 
murdering women and children? It is an atavistic urge but an omnipres- 
ent one, always waiting for the ostensible justification to manifest. 

A neighbor in the street where I used to live until recently is a lover of 
cats and frequently takes in strays and unwanted or rejected litters of kit- 
tens. Sometimes she finds a box containing a mother cat with three, four 
or five kittens dumped on her doorstep by anonymous people who know 
she does this. Recently kittens began disappearing, and then she found 
dead kittens with legs or heads cut off, or cut in half, placed on her 
doormat. She began to be frightened to open her door in the morning for 
fear of what she would find. Then she found a group of five of the chil- 
dren in the street beating a little half-blind kitten she had, with sticks. It 
was lying on the ground with its legs drawn up, trying to protect itself. 
She rescued it but it died on her doorstep. All in all, the children killed 
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seven kittens and dismembered them. 

Why? 

Why do some children sometimes enjoy ‘operating’ on insects and 
small animals? A number of noted surgeons are known to have done this 
as children, and we remember that the 8" house, which is associated 
with Tl, ruled by P, is the house of surgery and surgeons.’ 

It comes out terrifyingly in mob violence and lynching. In several 
noted cases of lynching in the United States, it was discovered subse- 
quently that the people who had emerged as leaders and directed the 
actual operation of killing were people who had previously been strongly 
opposed to violence of any sort, publicly condemning it.

Possibly the very fact 
that they condemned it so strongly beforehand reveals that subcon- 
sciously it was strong in the psyches and they wanted to control it by for- 
bidding it in othersthe psychological mechanism of ‘projection’. 

All the attraction of boxing matches, Spanish bull fights with their fa- 
vorite matadors, and of course Roman gladiatorial contests are manifes- 
tations of B’s cruelty urge, institutionalized and channeled in a safe way 
by being regularized and controlled. There is something of it even in 
rugby matches and American football, and in many other contests that 
draw huge crowds. For P is present wherever things are done en masse" 
and individual thought is submerged. It is far more than just the o urge 
to compete and the © and § desire to ‘shine’. Successful political lead- 
ers know it and use it, and unscrupulous ones, or ones who themselves 
are Plutonic like Hitler (his B ¢ ¥ in I enabled him to hypnotize his 
mass following with his oratory) deliberately exploit it. 

Elbert Benjamine, in an introduction he wrote in the 1930s for his 
ephemeris of , maintained that there were two sides to the planet, sym- 
bolized, as with the two sides of I], by the Scorpion and the Eagle.

With the © in 8 and Tl rising, 
he had fixity of purpose that nothing 
could shake. Right until the last days of 
World War II, he refused to believe he 
could be defeated, his PB side 
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manifesting then in murderous executions of those who counseled peace. 
Consequently, he sacrificed the lives of millions of his troops, as well as 
countless civilians, and condemned Germany to the worst and most de- 
structive defeat any modern nation has ever suffered. It is now time to 
look at the chart of Slobodan Milosevic, the Serbian ethnic cleanser, who 
led his small nation to a similarly disastrous outcome by giving Big

satisfaction (it works both ways!)Milosevic was born on 20 August 1941 
at Pozarevac, Serbia, sometime in the morning. I have estimated a birth 
time of 7:39 a.m. (05:39 UT), which places ¥ in his Fall in II 2° away 
from the Midheaven and the sign TI rising-only someone with the com- 
pulsive cleanliness fetish of I? could invent a phrase like Ethnic Clean- 
sing. 4 needs to be near the Midheaven in Milosevic’s case because, al- 
though the planet is weak, nothing else will account for Milosevic’s rise 
to primacy in his country. (4 has a sextile to & but otherwise nothing 
strong or favorable. This birth time now gives him a strong sextile to the 
®) And something else also emerges then. 4 only has a semisquare to P 
on his own, but this Midheaven in declination 22N38 is parallel to both 
\ in 22N10 and P in 23N18. Hence, an ostensibly mild and harmless 
Communist bureaucrat, that is all he was originally as a local party secre- 
tary, becomes a potential executive executioner and even perhaps a 
world-war trigger. 

Note his very strong o” on the cups of the 8" house. This is a fatalisti- 
cally bloody place for o” even when not in a dictator’s chart. For women 
it can mean abortion (I have several cases). Or it can mean the ability to 
wield a surgeon’s knife. Always it means the shedding of blood and in 
severely afflicted cases it can mean a bloody end to the life. Milosevic’s 
is trine to the © ¢ ¥ in his 12" house, and there is also a strong Fan, 
with } and the Midheaven at the center in sextile to both o* and the @. 
This, of course, is why he was able to induce his fellow Serbian nationals 
to fight a series of wars, in Bosnia and Croatia as well as in Kosovo, 
even though so far they have all been losing ones. But his ¢ is also 
square to his equally strong ) in the 11" house. His objectives are des- 
tined to end in final defeat and perhaps in his own violent death. But, as 
always, with a P-dominated chart, it won’t only be himself. He already 
bears the responsibility for the extermination of 250,000 in Bosnia and 
Croatia. How many will it eventually prove to have been in Kosovo? 

However, since I have called this a PL-dominated chart we need to 
look at . At first sight he is weak. It is true he is in Q, where he is 
strong. Colin Evans, in The New Waite's Compendium, says he is ex- 
alted there. And he has a sextile to X in I] in the 9" house, 4%° from ex- 
actness. But apart from this he only has a series of weak dissociate as- 
pects: a dissociate conjunction with the ), over 9° wide, a dissociate sex- 
tile from @, 54° wide, and a dissociate sextile from », 614° wide. It is the 
parallel contact with 4 and the Midheaven that is the key. Fundamentally 
it is an abrasive contact because of the zodiacal semisquare to 4 that it 
serves to magnify and enormously strengthen. (P is really at the fulcrum 
of a fan of semisquares with 4 and the Ascendant that are in exact 
square, P = 4/ASC). 

He is in the 11" house, so all of this concerns Milosevic’s objectives 
and his allies. 
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His objective was to make Serbia dominant (£2) in the old Yugoslavia 
and to purge (excrete) out everything and everyone else who was sully- 
ing the place up. And he did have allies! The USA and NATO had real- 
ized it. But as soon as they started planning to use ground forces in addi- 
tion to bombing they found the Russians, the Hungarians, and even the 
Chinese mobilizing troops to help him. It suddenly began to look like a 
World War III scenario—just what the doctor (2) had been longing to or- 
der since he was booted out as a dog at the end of World War II. 

Why didn’t it happen? 

In the case of war or the threat of war we always have to ask cui 
bono? Who will benefit from it? Wars are rarely fought simply between 
the obvious contestants, with that being all there is to it. Perhaps they are 
or were between primitive tribes, but in today’s complex and civilized (?) 
world there is practically always someone waiting on the sidelines plan- 
ning to run off with the mufflers. In the Gulf War against Saddam Hus- 
sein it was the Rockefeller oil interests, as it also appears to have been in 
the Falkland War ten years earlier — there is oil on the continental shelf 
extending from the Falkland Islands to the South American coast. I be- 
lieve that Minos was behind those wars. I now suggest that he is also im- 
plicated in Yugoslavia. 


OT EVERYONE likes hypothetical planets. Those who don’t 

will probably skip the rest of this article at this point. But Mi- 

nos is important because he is the new/old ruler of the sign of 8, 

just as P is the new/old ruler of TM, the only difference between 
them being that P has been officially rediscovered now for nearly sev- 
enty years, so he can rightfully take back his home from o’, without cavil 
or question, even though the latter stood in for him for some 2% thou- 
sand years. Not so with Minos, not yet. We can see his influence in the 
world closely enough whenever we take the trouble to take a straight 
look at things, but we can’t see him. Or so they tell us. 

Astronomy Professor Kritzinger in Germany calculated his position 
from perturbations of comets in 1961 and his discovery was announced 
by the Astro-physical laboratory of Kazakhstan in Russia in 1963, but 
since then we have heard no more about it — officially. But that is really 
what we should expect from Minos. For Minos rules money and the in- 
fluence of international finance upon world events, and although that 
influence is extremely obvious it is always officially denied and covered 
up with a web of deceit, subterfuge and double talk. 

Something is certainly involved behind the scenes regarding Kosovo, 
and regarding the whole Serbian question. 1 am not saying the world was 
wrong to hold up its hands in horror at what the Serbs had done, or were 
doing, but the intensity of it all, and the enormous and continuous media 
coverage it got, made one suspicious. Equally horrible things or worse 
happened in Rwanda and it is true these were reported. They made good 
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breakfast horror news. But there was never any talk of the UN moving in 
and troops being sent from Ireland or Norway or the US. Nothing was 
done about Eritrea either, nor Ethiopia, apart from various rock musi- 
cians giving concerts to raise funds to send food parcels. What was it 
about Serbia? 

We must bear in mind that all of the so-called new planets, beginning 
with in 1782, have been energetically working to achieve world ruler- 
ship for themselves from the moment they were discovered or rediscov- 
ered. Really, each one began planning or plotting for it anything from 
thirty to fifty years before their discovery date, no doubt realizing that 
acknowledgement of their physical presence was certain and only a few 
years away. They were coming back to a world without 4 being present 
on Mount Olympus to hold them in check. They could make up for two 
and a half thousand years of time out. UR did pretty well, changing the 
whole face of the globe through the Industrial Revolution and setting off 
the French Revolution only eight years after his discovery. That was the 
first really successful lower class revolution in the history of the world, 
for the slave rebellion of Spartacus eighty years before Christ was 
squashed with the crucifixion of everyone of the participants, and the 
peasants’ revolt in Europe after the Black Death in the 13" Century was 
equally mercilessly stamped out by the armored nobility. P came in the 
20" Century with nationalism, Nazism, and the rejection of intellectual- 
ism in favor of unthinking mass dedication to a leader or to an ideal like 
racial purity. ¥ was more subtle in the 19" Century with the rise of Spiri- 
tualism and a proliferation of new religious cults, for really one can rule 
the world just as effectively through religion as by means of politics or 
armies — perhaps more so. Religious fundamentalism and the whole Born 
Again Christian movement of today are ¥ and P in alliance. 

Minos thinks and plans in exactly the same way. He too intends to 
rule the world and he’! do it through Finance, Economics and Money. 

Money is no new thing, you will say, and it’s true that it isn’t. But 
then neither are leaders, religion or revolutions. As the old 1940’s song 
said: 

It aint what you do 
It’s the way that you do it 


And the way that finance is being used today, the way that currencies 
are manipulated, built up and/or suddenly devalued to bring nations that 
are too independent into line, together with the whole international debt 
structure upon which every modern nation’s economy is dependent — 
these things are certainly new ways of doing it. 

For the positions of Minos since 1900 I follow the data given in the 
Astrology Quarterly and Cahiers Astrogiques in 1961 and 1962. Profes- 
sor Kritzinger based his calculations on observed perturbations of comets 
and he had published several close approximations to the planet’s posi- 
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tion over the previous ten years. The results he published in 1961 were 
stated to be his final conclusions. They appeared first in several astro- 
nomical journals and were then quoted by the astrological ones in the 
1961-62 editions of the Astrology Quarterly, Cahiers Astrogiques and 
also the German journal Kosmobiologie, the data presented are unani- 
mous. The 1900 and 1961 positions of the planet are given, from which 
one can calculate that it moves a little over half a degree of longitude per 
year, or 11° in twenty years. Since 1961, I have inserted the planet in 
many, many horoscopes in this way and have always found it of signifi- 
cance when so placed. 

Using this data, the position of Minos in 1999 would be approxi- 
mately 13% ° H. At the date of Slobodan Milosevic’s birth he would be 
in 1] A° x, 

At first sight these positions may not appear to be particularly signifi- 
cant in or in relation to chart as a whole. However, natal Minos has a 
weak opposition to natal B, some 7° from exactness, a contact we would 
expect since Milosevic is identified with B and is today’s foremost ex- 
positor of his principle while Minos represents its exact opposite. The 
opposition gains emphasis from the fact that all of Milosevic’s other 
planets are either above the horizon or, in the case of ¥ and Q, just about 
to rise, making him a here-and-now, outwardly oriented, career person, 
whereas Minos is alone in the 5" house, isolated in the nocturnal hemi- 
sphere, an opportunistic (5" house) shadow threatening the whole fabric 
of his existence. 

There is also a sesquiquadrate to ¥ in the 1“ house, within a degree of 
exactness, attacking or belittling his idealism and suggesting the way in 
which a propaganda fog now portrays him as the incarnation of evil and 
wickedness. 

In the main, though, Minos stands apart from the web of Milosevic’s 
life as a whole, placed just at the end of the first decanate of a sign and 
start of a second, whereas the majority of his planets are symbolically 
situated in the last decanate of their signs. And of course this is essen- 
tially correct. Milosevic has passed his whole life working his way up the 
hierarchy of the Communist world system, the one system that, until the 
early 1990s, successfully repudiated the revisited the Minos’ One World 
economic order. Under the leadership of the United States, who stand 
now as its World Big Brother enforcer, that order now revengefully 
threatens to wipe him out. 

There is actually one aspect-link formation in this chart; a formation 
composed of aspects from the quintile series, that suggest a more perva- 
sive, though subtle, intrusion of Minos into Milosevic’s life. Minos is 2° 
from an exact quintile to @ near the 8" cusp and situated precisely in an 
exact biquintile to the Ascendant. And o in turn is 2° from being biquin- 
tile to the Ascendant (just within the orb of this aspect) and only % ° 
from an exact semi-quintile to » in the 9" house. Thus Minos is linked to

both of the traditional malefics in Milosevic’s chart and tends to focus 
their influence through the Ascendant in something analogous to the 
well-known Yod figure of Finger of Fate that is formed when two planets 
that are a sextile apart are both quincunx to another planet or an angle. 
Here, the two planets, o’ and Minos, are a quintile apart and both are 
biquintile to the Ascendant. 

Now I do not regard an aspect from the quintile series as a direct act- 
ing, open and obvious link between two planets or significators in a chart 
in the same way that aspects of the traditional series are. Even a weak 
aspect like the semisextile, when near exactness, creates a definite and 
unmistakeable relationship between whatever planets or points are in- 
volved. Not so the quintile. What it means is that the two planets or 
points will independently impinge upon each other or both be independ- 
ently involved in something that comes to affect them both. I have 
pointed out elsewhere that Prince Phillip of Britain, who became a nota- 
ble figure there solely because he became consort to Queen Elizabeth II, 
but not king, has an extraordinary quintile linkage all round his chart. 
And Hitler too had something similar that brought him notoriety (the 
quintile series is derived from division of the zodiac by five, the number 
of 9), and a rise to supreme power from total obscurity in a manner to- 
tally unrelated to his real ability level. 

I remember a palatial mansion with a tower in the city of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, which belonged to a handkerchief manufacturer. The citizens 
of Edinburgh said of it: 

Whae would ha thocht it 
That nases had bocht it? 


In a similar way, who would really have thought that Slobodan Mil- 
osevic, a tinpot Communist official in a tinpot province of a patchwork 
Communist republic, the separate parts of which had been tacked to- 
gether for convenience after the 1 and 2™ World Wars, would first of all 
become a dictator of his province, Serbia, and then find his squalid do- 
ings suddenly having the world spotlight tuned on them and find himself 
being dubbed a threat to world peace? Yes, it was the Return of the Dog 
alright, but it was because his dog was shitting on something regarded as 
important and sacrosanct by Minos, something that could seriously affect 
his inexorable advance to total world economic hegemony, that he, Mi- 
nos, suddenly used these quintiles to give the poor mongrel total world 
media coverage. 

Just what is it that Minos was concerned about? 

One issue is just a matter of size. 

You can fight and be nationalistic as long as you're small. It is quite 
OK for 2'4 million Southern Irish to fight 1% million Northern Irish, and 
it’s just as fine for Welsh and Scottish Nationalists to get their own par- 
liaments. That fragments everything up very nicely. And if you are big 
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but backward and dependent upon other distant parts of the world for 
industrial products and arms, that’s OK too. Thus 50-million Nigerians 
and a similar number of Congolese pose no threat. But there is a critical 
size if it is combined with contemporary world know-how and the ability 
to make treaties to obtain necessities in order to become really independ- 
ent. Thus, 22 million Argentineans with a right wing government had to 
be defeated at the time of the Falklands war. Places like Brazil or China 
or even Russia now that she is a homogenous nation could be dicey too, 
but at the moment their governments fall into line. 

Serbia is just the critical size that cannot be allowed to have a truly 
Nationalistic (Plutonic) government. 

The novelist G. K. Chesterton had cottoned on to the pattern and 
wrote about it in his novel The Battle of Notting Hill over seventy years 
ago. There a world government is almost a fait accompli until a small 
borough in London fights back. Slowly the whole thing comes to light 
(Minos accomplishes everything in bureaucratic secrecy as long as he 
possibly can). Finally, a truly British army confronts the Islamic one that 
has been secretly assembling on British soil. Fantasy? Yes. The threat is 
not really Islamic, though the Islamic nations could well be used as tools 
to bring down any threatening western nation—Russia for instance. But 
the idea was right. That was just when Minos had begun his preparations 
and processes. Now Serbia is an infuriating threat to them. 

The solar returns, current and regressed, operative in Milosevic’s life 
give further clues. I have found again and again that whenever one has an 
accurate birth time solar returns give a perspective of current events and 
trends in each successive year of life and this can be matched by no other 
tool for astrological prediction. It has been so in my own life as well as 
those of many, many others whose charts I have studied. Milosevic is no 
exception. 

Since Milosevic was born in August the solar return that applied dur- 
ing the 1999 Kosovo trouble must be calculated for 20 August 1998. 
The © returned to its exact birth position 26° 48’ 07’ Q at the very start 
of his birthday, 19 minutes after midnight. Figure 2 is the chart calcu- 
lated for that time at his birthplace, Pozarevac in Serbia. It has 16° 41’ @ 
rising and 23° 23’ }{ at the Midheaven, again with 4 almost as close to it 
as in the birth chart. At 26° 21’ H it is less than 3° away. And \ has a 
strong (only 3° orb) trine to & in the 1* house. So Milosevic believed he 
could be personally lucky and improve his status and standing in the 
world at the same time through a fight, however much the international 
community looked down on it (o is in the sign of its fall). Look at P in 
the 5" house too, in \’s sign of ~, in strong trine to the ) and @ in the 1°. 
That says really the same thing. He was becoming a national (a national- 
istic) hero to his own people. There is plenty of trouble shown as well, of 
course. The ) and @ are involved in a ghastly T-square, opposed by 
and ¥ in the 7" house, and all square to % up in the 10" house in 8, 
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where he is strong. Thus Milosevic had plenty of open enemies equipped 
with all the latest technology and the world was mobilized against him, 
rather like an old-fashioned, overbearing schoolmaster with his cane (»).

What really interests me in this chart is the position of , the open en- 
emy (in the 7" house) at 10° 06’ +. That is only 1% ° away from the po- 
sition of Minos in Milosevic’s birth chart.’ Therefore, this open enemy 
very possible has some underlying economic agenda. Remember that x 
was also the builder of Communist Russia as part of his own bid for 
world domination, and that he bitterly resisted P’s first bid in the shape 
of the Nazi invasion of Russia. Thus revenge feelings could be operative 
here too — note how Milosevic is denounced as the first person to revive 
concentration camps since Hitler. 

The converse solar return, cast for the time when the © reached its 
exact birth position 57 years before the birth year instead of 57 years af-

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ter it, occurs an hour and seven minutes before noon on 19 August 1884. 
It has 17° 31’ Tl rising and 0° 39” TI on the Midheaven, see below:

The © is the closest body to the Midheaven, though \ is fairly close 
to it and right on the equal-house 10" cusp, in a fan of sextiles from o” 
and % (4 = o'/4).

Here for the first time in the three charts under examination-the birth 
chart, the direct solar return for 1998, and this Converse one—Minos 
seems to come out into the open. In the first two he was almost unas- 
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pected, but here he forms a cardinal T-square with the square of o and 9. 
And with all the officially known planets in a bundle in the upper hemi- 
sphere, he is alone in the 2™ house, his own natural house, transforming 
the Bundle type chart (according to Marc Edmond Jones) into a Bucket 
type, of which he is the Handle, manipulating and swinging all the rest. 
His sign & is on the cusp of the open enemies 7" house, with in it 
squaring Milosevic’s © and \ up near the Midheaven, but trining § and 
X in the 11". So there was a web of deceit going on. Don’t take anything 
you heard on the radio or saw on TV at face value! It was all double talk; 
just one more opportunity to try out new weapons. 

“It’s all very well to talk of hints and converse solar returns,” I hear 
you say, “they point at Minos and at something economic having been in 
the Serbian war picture somewhere, but where? Just what was it?” 

There was a lot in it. Kosovo, as inhabited mainly by Albanians, was 
and is a very impoverished province, but don’t let that blind you to its 
potentialities. There are rich zinc mines there, and there is oil there. 

Oil again, just as in the Falklands and Iraq. 

Yes, but it isn’t just that oil. 

Why do you think the United Nations (for which we can write the 
United States) was backing Muslim Bosnians and Muslem Albanians 
above all others against the Serbs? The Bosnians committed atrocities 
too when the fight was mainly against them, but their atrocities were not 
publicized. Why back the Muslims? After all, the US supports and subsi- 
dizes Israel in her fight against all the Muslim states surrounding her. 
Wasn't the US inconsistent in supporting Muslims in Yugoslavia? 

The truth of the matter is that inconsistency, on the surface, is the 
name of the game when what you are after is world control. There are 
Muslim states all along the southern border of Russia as far as the Chi- 
nese frontier, and there is oil in all of them. So naturally, you back them 
against Russia. However, nationalist Serbia stands irritatingly right 
across the entrance gateway to that straight road to China. 

Naturally, you want her out. 

But it is going to be more difficult than you bargained for. Russia is 
aware of the threat to her, which is why she was backing Serbia. And the 
Serbs are excellent guerilla fighters, as any UN ground force would have 
quickly discovered had one been sent in. It isn’t for nothing that Mil- 
osevic has \+ near his Midheaven, both in his natal and solar returns. Ser- 
bia was much more of a sophisticated modem state than Traq was, even if 
she was a small one. And she was totally and fanatically united in the 
truest P styletruly a tough nut to crack. 

Moreover, it is difficult to keep inconsistencies watertight and insu- 
lated from each other forever. What seems like a very good and paying 
policy in one place at one time may leak out and prove an embarrassment 
in another place at another time. Thus, at the time of the Afghan war of 
independence against Russia the US backed Afghanistan. To enable the 
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Afghans to pay for their arms (the munitions industry has to be paid!) 
Afghanistan was allowed to export heroin, of which she is one of the 
world’s foremost producers. As a result the present Afghanistan govern- 
ment is one of the most dangerous in the world, instigating and organiz- 
ing terrorist attacks and the bombing of embassies just about everywhere. 
Osama bin Laden, formerly a friend and Afghan ally of the United 
States, has consequently had to be named by the CIA as Enemy Number 
One! 

The Albanians too are in the drug trade. In fact, the NATO air force, 
when it was bombing Serbia, was aptly called the air strike force for the 
most dangerous narco-terrorist organization in Europe, the Kosovo Lib- 
eration Army, or KLA. This is ¥ of course, but as we have seen from 
Milosevic’s converse solar return, ¥ is very much involved with Minos in 
spreading a web of deceit and camouflage over everything that is hap- 
pening in Serbia. Prostitution too is another racket that can be exploited 
to make money (Minos’ speciality) to finance everything. Albanian refu- 
gees kept flooding into Italy and the CIA was rumored to control all the 
Albanian prostitutes in Milan. All of this will inevitably rebound later on. 
In fact, it may well play straight into P’s hands, for eventually there will 
be an outcry to clean everything up. Then he will raise up a leader or 
leaders everywhere in Europe, and perhaps in the US too, who will be 
expert and dedicated shit clearers. 

One thing is certain-even though Serbia eventually had to capitulate, 
as was probably inevitable in view of Milosevic’s 4; in detriment crown- 
ing everything in his life-that will not be the end of the matter. Things 
are certainly not going to go as smoothly for Minos as his 1999 Earthly 
representatives, Clinton and Blair, expected they would. PB is set on a 
comeback. Money is not going to take over the whole world easily any 
more than Communism or Born Again Fundamentalist Christianity or 
Islam have done. More likely there will be a world economic crash as 
nation after nation, around the whole globe, repudiates its debts and goes 
for gut-felt nationalism. It may be reactionary, and it may lead to wars 
here, there and everywhere, but this dog is going to bark, and people are 
going to feel a gut-felt response to that bark that warns them not to sub- 
mit to the dictatorship of Wall Street, Brussels or Zurich. 


EALLY that last paragraph should have been the end of this 
(EZ article but I must add a few extra paragraphs here to give a 
fuller explanation for my reasons for deciding on the birth chart 

I believe is correct for Milosevic.

More- 
over, all the planets in the eastern hemisphere would suggest someone 
who runs his own life and affairs and never has to bow to others, but that 
is certainly not what Milosevic is really like. He lives very much in the 
public eye to be sure, but he is greatly influenced by his wife, who is the 
more genuine Communist idealist of the couple. A Tl) Ascendant appro- 
priately places the majority of planets in the day hemisphere, the public 
life one, and his wife’s influence shows up clearly with } on the 7" cusp 
and its ruler ¥ in the 1". Moreover, the )’s first application is to x ¥ — 
the old rule suggesting a male’s probable choice of a marriage partner. It 
doesn’t always work, but frequently it does. 

Concerning the start of the bombing of Serbia on 24 March 1999, I 
would point to the conjunction of the converse secondary Ascendant with 
P, exact in March 1999, for the birth time I am using. (Others may dis- 
agree, but I prefer to use the horoscopes of individual leaders rather than 
a nation’s inception chart. When a leader changes, everything else 
changes.) Also his converse secondary o” opposed natal ¥ in June 1997, 
when the earlier trouble with Bosnia was going on. That eventually 
ended in Serbia’s offensive being frustrated. 

The Astrology Quarterly of summer 1999 (vol. 69, no. 3) had an edi- 
torial on Kosovo by Gerasime Patilas. A chart using the time of 10 a.m., 
Ascendant 5° 59’ 8, is shown. This time is from Roy Gillett, quoting a 
Serbian astrology magazine. Where that magazine had it from is not 
stated. I find the chart totally unbelievable. Everything in it is in the noc- 
turnal hemisphere except 0’, who is in the middle of the 12” house, trin- 
ing the ©. This time has the © in the 5" house by Placidus, but by equal 
house he would be in the 4". By equal house all of Milosevic’s satellium 
of Q planets, with the ) too now part of it, is squashed into the 4" house. 
One can just imagine what an intense home and personal life such an 
individual would have, with no urge or opportunity to become a public 
figure at all. Look at his poor old weak ¥ in detriment in I stuck away in 
the 2™ house, with nothing but a weak sextile to o in the 12"! What con- 
ceivable wings could carry such a Milosevic up to be a president and a 
threat to world peace? And look at * too! Although he rules the 6 Mid- 
heaven he too is stuck at the bottom end of the 1" house, near the 2” 
house cusp, and close to ¥, both squared by the © in the 4". One can 
imagine he would probably be embittered over a difficult, limiting child- 
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hood with an urge, almost certainly continually frustrated, to break out 
and change his personal circumstances. He certainly wouldn’t be the 
wounded Serbian national hero figure we all know and grudgingly re- 
spect, even while we disapprove. 

There have been rumors that some of Serbia’s own territory may be 
carved off and given to Hungary and other Balkan states. In the long run 
such a move will only lead to even louder barking from PB. He is set on a 
come-back and we are going to hear him barking in more and more 
places. There has been more trouble in Chechyna, mainland China is 
threatening to gobble up Taiwan, and President Mugabe in Zimbabwe is 
encouraging his veterans to beat up more and more white farmers and 
settle on their farms. Just wait until P manages to get a really big pack 
together somewhere and then see how savagely they’! bite! 


Postscript written 25 September 2001 


S I write Milosevic, the Serbian arch Plutonian, languished in a 

jail far from his native land, awaiting trial by his Minosian foes 

as they amass atrocity evidence against him, which he is power- 

less to counter or refute. It looks like another bid by B has been 
squashed. 

Yet, exactly a fortnight ago, on 11 September 2001, P took another 
smack, this time at the very center of the Minosian world power in New 
York at the World Trade Center. He knocked both of its towers flat, us- 
ing commercial aircraft hijacked by Moslem religious fanatics who were 
prepared to commit suicide in the action, for he is in alliance with 
again this time, as he has been off and on since the beginning of the 20" 
century. Another plane hit the Pentagon, brain center of Minosian mili- 
tary power, a typical thumb-to-the-nose gesture by P in view of the mili- 
tary reprisals that are sure to follow. 

At the moment President George W. Bush is putting the screws on Afghani- 
stan where Osoma bin Laden, said to have masterminded the spectacular attack, 
is reputed to be holed up. Bush is also rallying support from nations all round 
the world, using the formula “Whoever is not with us is against us.” 

So America (Minos) poses as the savior of the world from terrorism. But will 
it go as smoothly as it is projected to do? I doubt it. Fanatical religion (B-¥) is a 
formidable foe to meddle with. There are over a billion Moslems in the world, 
and though at the moment Pakistan and other Moslem states that would like to 
remain moderate and avoid war are siding with Bush, as soon as real violence 
and loss of Moslem life begins their populations will want to rally to the side of 
their co-religionists. Then watch what will happen. In a year, or two, or three, 
Minos could lose all his amassed capital in a world guerilla and germ war, and 
end up being as big a flop as each of the other planetary bidders for world rule 
have been over the past two and a half centuries. 

Mark my words: the world will not be ruled from a New York board- 
room!

» E CAN define a stellium as a group of at least four planets 
in the same sign at the moment of birth. The first funda- 
‘ mental consideration concerns the presence or absence of 
q the © in the stellium. A person can have four planets in a 
ww) particular sign that includes the © — which is the most likely 
case — or have them in a sign that does not include the O, as in the case 
of Benito Mussolini (stellium in II and © in Q) or Bruce Lee (stellium in 
Tl and Sun in “). 

We will not consider sensitive points such as the )’s Qs, Lilith/Black 
Moon or the Arabic Parts (®, Part of Death, etc.) as part of the stellium, 
though they can contribute to its effectiveness and intensity by being in 
the same sign. Like the Ascendant, they reinforce the significance of the 
stellium itself. 

At this point, we will classify three different types of stellium: 


1. A stellium in which the planets occupy 
different houses. 


2. A stellium in which the planets are all 
concentrated in the same house. Planets 
may also be partly in one house, partly 
in the next, but all in the same sign. 
The concentration of the stellium in the 
same sign highlights its importance in 

interpretation in that it magnifies the relationship between house 

and the similar sequenced sign (T and the 1* house, 8 and the 

2™, etc.), or mutual aspects. Mick Jagger, for example, has a 

stellium in Q concentrated in the 1 house, which is associated 

with T, and both Q and T in the fire triplicity. 


3. A stellium concentrated in a single house and this house is the 
one that is associated with that sign— for example, if a person 
has a lot of planets in the 1‘ house in T it will reinforce the 
meanings of that sign; similarly, if a person has a lot of planets 


' This summary of the author’s book, Planetenballungen (published by Chiron 
Verlag, 1997) has been translated by Julianne Evans. 
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in the 7" house in =. We can say that the meanings of that house 
are emphasized through its association with the sign. 


Once we have taken the type of stellium into account it is important 
to note the order in longitude of the planets within it. This sequence be- 
comes important when applying symbolic Directions and it helps iden- 
tify a dominant theme in the apparent confusion of different threads. 

It is also important to note if the stellium contains predominantly 
slow or fast planets. For example, both the © and the ) usually form part 
of a stellium when a birth occurs at the time of the New Moon, Large 
stelliums usually contain both slow and fast planets. 

If the ) is part of the stellium it is also important to note if it is wax- 
ing (moving away from the ©) or waning (moving towards the ©); ac- 
cording to tradition, the waxing Moon implies more energy. If the ) is at 
10° & and the © is at 15° U the ) is waning. If the ) is at 20° 6 and the 
© at 15° B the ) is waxing. 

If the © is isolated, that is, if 3 and are not part of the stellium, we 
need to consider this as indicating the inner solitude of the person and 
his or her difficulty in trusting others. It is also less likely that there is a 
strong affinity between similar meanings of the house and sign. 

After having drawn up the list of planets in the stellium, alongside 
each planet indicate the qualities that characterize it, whether it is digni- 
fied or not (e.g., the © in Q is in its domicile, the 8 in & is exalted, o” in 
& is in fall) and any important aspects. This way we can see if the plan- 
ets in the stellium are well placed, neutral or badly placed. It is also pos- 
sible that the strength of one of the stellium’s planets in someway over- 
rides another. 

If we are dealing with a female birth chart, note if the planets in- 
volved are feminine, and vice versa for a male chart. From this we can 
also get some physical idea of the personality. 

Check if the stellium aspects any important points. The birth chart of 
Mike Todd, for example, has a stellium in the 2™ House in exact oppo- 
sition to X in the 8", and he died prematurely in an airplane accident. 

It is important to remember that the drawn chart is not really flat and 
one dimensional, but should be viewed as if inside a sphere, or at least 
within a semi-sphere. Each planet can then be imagined as being sus- 
pended between the chart’s central point and the outer ring, on the basis 
of its distance from the earth and its latitude relative to the celestial 
ecliptic. Looked at in this way, we can appreciate that a stellium is not a 
cluster of planets in the sky, but only an optical illusion as viewed from 
the earth and on our flat zodiacal chart. 

It often happens that an accumulation of planets in a particular sign 
pushes a person to assume the characteristics of the opposite sign, and 
these can also be very strongly accentuated. In the case of Mick Jagger 
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the accent on his Leonine characteristics perhaps highlights the more 
Aquarian sides of his life and way of being. 

If the stellium is made up of fast planets, it will not last long when 
Secondary Directions are applied. The opposite is true in the case of 
slow planets. 

It sometimes happens that a person has a stellium in the Solar Return, 
or with other astrological techniques, while it is absent from the natal 
chart. Just think of the sign of = in the years to come, or in 1962, when 
many planets were concentrated there. 

When analyzing the stellium in the charts of famous people it is best 
to remember that the same day, month and year is shared by many others 
born at the same time — therefore it is not the concentration of planets 
that determines a person’s destiny. 

It is important to observe the effect of transits to the stellium. If a 
benefic planet is involved the situation may even appear to be euphoric, 
but when the stellium is opposed by a slow planet clearly the individual 
concerned may find himself faced with a difficult period. These can be 
quite rare events but they are nevertheless difficult to get over. 

It is important to carefully analyze all the usual, and unusual, house 
and sign meanings, including those of the derived houses, which in most 
cases clearly express the plurality of the things to keep in mind. 

At this point it would be useful to analyze some practical examples to 
apply the principles presented here. 


René Descartes (1:54 am UT, 31 March 1596; Le Haye, France: 
48N28, 1E23), the famous French philosopher, was characterized by a 
considerable stellium in T made up of the ©, Q, \, %, B and , all in the 
3" House, accentuating I. The trine to ¥ in Q is also significant. 

Henri Désiré Landru (5:51 am UT, 12 April 1869; Paris: 48N50, 
2E20) is characterized by six planets in T in the 12" House, 4% in % 
(8" House) and with o in Q (5" House). At this point the idea of him 
cooking his girlfriends on the stove should not come as a surprise — nor 
the furtiveness of his actions, which were only discovered by pure 
chance. 

The case of Charles Baudelaire (2:51 pm UT, 9 April 1821; Paris) is 
quite different, with five planets in T in the 8" House accentuating (note 
the presence of % next to 4) the melancholic and poetic aspect of his 
decadent and complex personality. In this case, the stellium is aspected 
by the ) in & in its first quarter, very visible in the sky. 


Sigmund Freud (5:17 pm UT, 6 May 1856: Freiberg: 49N45, 
18E10) has four planets round the Descendant between the 6" and 7" 
Houses. The association of the 7" with = draws attention to the psyche. 
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There are no particularly sensational aspects of note, other than the sex- 
tile with # in 1. 

The singer Barbra Streisand (9:04 am UT, 24 April 1942; Brook- 
lyn, New York: 40N43, 74W01) is another who is not characterized by a 
particularly sensational stellium: ©, 9, » and K are in 8, but spread over 
the 1“ and 2™ Houses, and only % and { are involved in the trine to ¥. 
This is not a very incisive case, even though her relationship to money is 
often talked about in the press. 

The famous theologian Pierre Teilhard de Chardin (6:48 am UT, 1 
May 1881; Orcines, France: 45N47, 3E05) has five planets in 0, mainly 
in the 12" House. This is a perfect expression of the mystic soul of this 
reserved Church academic, removed from the world. The earth trine to 
XX, confirms his very precise reasoning. Y adds the mystic element. 


The famous Dutch artist Maurits Cornelius Escher (11:10 am UT, 
17 June 1898; Leeuwarden, Netherlands: 53N12, 5E46) is characterized 
by five planets and the Midheaven in IJ. It is quite probable that his tal- 
ent was born out of this in contrast to > and in ¥. Here the planets are 
divided between the 9" and 10" houses, breaking up its concentration 
slightly. 


Anne Morrow Lindbergh (4:15 pm UT, 22 June 1906; Englewood 
NY: 42N58 78W51), the exceptional wife of her more famous husband, 
Charles, was a writer and a pilot. She is characterized by five planets in 
&, all concentrated in the 10" house, and therefore associated with 4, 
and in perfect trine to. This is one of those cases in which the stellium 
includes a waxing ). % beside ¥ hints at the future kidnapping of their 
never-to-be-found again son. 

Mike Todd (9:28 am UT, 22 June 1906; Minneapolis: 44N59 
93W13) was one of Elizabeth Taylor’s numerous husbands, perhaps the 
most loved due to his premature death. He is characterized by five plan- 
ets in & in the 2™ house (he became a millionaire through his work), in 
& Mon the cusp of the 8" house, perhaps foretelling the plane crash that 
was to take his life. There is also a trine to 4. Todd was actually the as- 
tral twin of Anna Morrow Lindbergh. For both of them the opposition to 
\ played its role! 


Mick Jagger (4:30 am UT, 26 July 1943; Dartford, England: 51N27 
0E14) is shown to be the true force of nature he appears to be, with a se- 
ries of four planets and the Ascendant, the Q and Lilith/Black Moon in 
the 1" house in , in perfect trine to the Midheaven, and in a separating 
square to the ), just past the first quarter, in 6. 

Alan Leo (5:49 am UT, 7 August 1860; Westminster, England), the 
famous English astrologer of last century, was characterized by four 
planets and the Ascendant in Q, in perfect trine to the ) in T in the 3” 
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house. A true philosopher, his marriage was a platonic one so as not to 
consume physical energy and distract him from his studies. Perhaps the 
oriental » relates to this. 

Mata Hari (12:12 pm UT, 7 August 1876; Leeuwarden, Netherlands: 
53N15, 5E48), the fascinating spy who went from royal beds to ending 
up in front of a firing squad, was characterized by a stellium in the go" 
house in Q with the Midheaven in the same sign. There are no signifi- 
cant benefic aspects, and her life ended in an inglorious execution. 


Robert Redford (4:02 am UT, 19 August 1936; Santa Monica, Cali- 
fornia: 34N01, 118W29) is one of those cases where the © is in one 
sign, Q, and the other planets are in the following one, Ill. There are four 
planets, in conflict with » in ¥ in the 9" house, from which we can see 
his meticulousness, and his great love of nature and horses. The opposi- 
tion of % to the stellium does not incline him to be carefree and happy- 
go-lucky. 

The famous Italian comic television actor Pippo Franco (11:00 pm 
UT, 1 September 1940; Rome, Italy: 41N54, 12E28) is characterized by 
five planets in TI, including the waning ). All the planets are in the e 
house and from this we can see why his fame has remained confined to 
his native land (he is unknown in nearby Spain!). The trines to, 4 and 
X add to his serious dedication. 

Alessandra Martines (11:30 am UT, 19 September 1963; Rome, It- 
aly: 41N54 12E29) the beautiful wife of the French director Claude 
Lelouch is Italian and characterized by four planets in Tf’ in the 9" house. 
As this sign is traditionally assigned to Paris, it clearly describes her as 
destined to emigrate and stay in Paris for love. 

The brilliant mountain climber Reinhold Messner (10:45 pm UT, 16 
September 1944; Bressanone (Bolzano), Italy: 46N30, 11E20) has a stel- 
lium in T? (nature) spread over the 3™ and 4" houses, * » (mountains), 
which includes the ) and Lilith, the sly Black Moon, and describes the 
recent misadventures, relative to his image, in Italy. 

The cyclist Fausto Coppi (7:30 pm UT, 15 September 1919; 
Castellania (Alessandria), Italy: 44N54, 8E38) was characterized by a 
strong presence of planets in the mercurial sign of TI in the 5" House. 
Note the trine to the Ascendant and Midheaven. The sporting image is 
well confirmed here. 


David Ben Gurion (12:24 PM LMT, 16 October 1886; Plonsk: 
52N40, 20E21), the undisputed founder of the modern state of Israel, is 
characterized by four planets in + in the 9" House, hinting at his feeling 
for the Promised Land he so desired for his brothers and friends. Note 
the transit of in = in the last difficult months of 2000. There are fa- 
vorable trines to and the ), but ® is stationary right in those degrees of 
the zodiac.

Antonio Cabrini (5:30 am UT, 8 October 1957; Cremona, Italy: 
45N08, 9E01), a famous soccer player for Juventus, is characterized by 
four planets and the Ascendant in =, with the planets equally divided 
between the 12" and 1™ houses. The Full Moon was not much help in 
maintaining his fame after his sporting exploits. 

The Italian national soccer team trainer, Enzo Bearzot (9:00 am UT, 
26 September 1927; Ajiello Friuli (Udine), Italy: 46N03, 13E14), after 
an honorable carrier as a soccer player, has been more fortunate. His 
chart shows four planets in the 11 house as well as Lilith/BlackMoon. 
The association with #* describes his free and independent spirit. The 
sextile to % and the  -° X pushed him to give up the role after a rela- 
tively short time. 


Joseph Goebbels (10:30 pm UT, 29 October 1897; Rheydt, Ger- 
many: 51N10, 6E25) has stellium in Tl, with five planets in the 4" 
house, symbolizing the fatherland. There are no particularly supportive 
aspects. His military bearing is shown by an angular hs 

The difficult nature of the sculptor Benvenuto Cellini (8:08 pm UT, 
2 November 1500; Florence, Italy: 43N46, 11E16) is highlighted by a 
stellium spread over the 4” and 5" houses. He was forever fleeing, fol- 
lowing fights and turbulent, bloodthirsty events. The presence of the not- 
yet-discovered B could also be cited. In any case, with the supportive 
trine to 4 in 1 and the Ascendant in &, it is easy to understand how he 
must have liked the idea of escaping to somewhere else. 

As already mentioned, Bruce Lee (3:12 pm UT, 27 November 1940; 
San Francisco, California: 37N48 122W24) is one of those cases where 
the © is not part of the stellium, which is made up of four planets in ai 
in the 11" house, in opposition to 4 and » in &. This points to his tragic 
end and forewarns that the same destiny would later strike his young 
son. 


Lucky Luciano (11:00 am UT, 24 November 1897; Lercara Friddi , 
Palermo, Italy: 38N07, 13E22), the gangster who in a certain sense 
seems to be a parody of himself, is characterized by &', ©, , ), and 
Midheaven in x. Born in Sicily (« 4 in the 9" house), he had a very 
adventurous life, full of surprises (stellium opposite Lilith/Black Moon, 
P and ¥). 

The dreams and utopian states of % are well expressed by Friedrich 
Engels (12:20 pm UT, 28 November 1929; Vicenza, Italy: 45N32, 
11E32) , the philosopher who supported Karl Marx all his life, both 
morally and financially. The stellium in # is divided between the 4" and 
5" houses, with a trine to the Ascendant and * to ¥. 

The legendary Kit Carson is one of those few with the © in a differ- 
ent sign (4) to the stellium (“), a sign that lends itself perfectly to horse 
riders, centaurs and gunslingers. The stellium, divided between the an 
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and 5" houses, accentuates his originality. Note the trine to } in T in the 
9" house (escape) and to the ) and Ascendant in Q. 

The Italian writer and poet Goffredo Parise (12:20 pm UT, 8 De- 
cember 1929; Vicenza, Italy: 45N33, 11E33) has four planets in % be- 
tween the 8" and 9" houses. Just looking at the title of one of his most 
important works, Dear China, you can see the message of his stellium, 
supported by a trine to and the Ascendant. 


Francesco Alberoni (7:00 am UT, 31 December 1929; Borgonovo 
(Piacenza), Italy: 45N03, 9E42), sociologist and expert in psychology of 
international fame, has a spectacular stellium, made up of six planets in 
his own sign, as well as the Ascendant and Lilith/Black Moon, distrib- 
uted between the 12" and 1* houses and in opposition to B. Note the 
trine to ¥, and the unpredictable square to XK. 

The scientist Louis Pasteur (1:38 am UT, 27 December 1822; Dole 
France: 47N05, 5E30) is another notable with a record six planets, the 
©, ¥, 9, o&, Mand ¥ in 6 almost completely in the 3" house. 

Though he does not have a record number, Gérard Dépardieu (7:00 
am UT, 27 December 1948; Chateauroux, France: 46N49, 1E42), the 
French actor, has four planets in the 1“ house in 4, reinforcing an T na- 
ture, physically, and masterly supported by ». The conflict to \K is in- 
dicative of the unexpected events in his life, such as the recent heart op- 
eration he underwent last summer. 

The mythical Marlene Dietrich (8:15 pm UT, 27 December 1901; 
Berlin, Germany: 52N30, 13E22) is characterized by five planets in 4 in 
the 5" house, in good aspect to the Ascendant and Midheaven, a perfect 
indication of the Leonine values displayed in her acting verve, both on 
the stage and in her private life. 

Can the unfortunate life of Johannes Kepler (1:54 pm UT, 27 De- 
cember 1571; Weil der Stadt, Germany: 47N36, 7E39) be expressed by 
the stellium in % between the 7" and 8" houses? On one hand he has a 
sextile to ¥ and P, on the other to ». Less promising is the square to o” 
ins. 


Yes, each of the last four examples was born on 27 December. 


The present King Abdallah of Jordan (3:29 am UT, 30 January 
1962; Amman, Jordan: 31N57, 35E56) has five planets in his natal sign 
of x, insidiously squared by the ) and and opposed by K and the Q. 
Their concentration in the 1" house could describe him as not being in- 
clined to reflect and a little naive. 

Giovanna Melandri, Italy’s current Minister for Culture (8:42 am 
UT, 29 January 1962; New York, NY: 40N43, 74W01), was born the day 
before. Here the stellium is in the 2" house, associated with &. She is 
very dedicated to art, but is physically much less strong, as the 6 shows! 
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Compared to the 1962 stellium that of Wolfang Amadeus Mozart 
(7:08 pm UT, 27 January 1756; Salzburg, Austria: 47N48, 13E01) ap- 
pears limited. Characterized by four planets in =, between the 5" and 6" 
houses, with a trine to the Midheaven, -° ¥, it is well suited to music. 

Thomas Merton (9:00 am UT, 31 January 1915; Prades, France: 
42N38, 2E25) is a particularly interesting eclectic person, passing from 
the role of artist to that of a Trappist monk, and to his death by electric 
shock in an airport. He is known for his best-selling autobiography The 
Seven Storey Mountain, which prompted many to become monks. The 
intense stellium between the 11'" and 12" houses confirms the synthesis 
of liberty and confinement in different moments of his life. 

The democratic Queen Beatriz of the Netherlands (9:47 am UT, 31 
January 1938; Amsterdam, Netherlands: 52N25, 4E54) is characterized 
by an amassing of planets in her natal sign * in the 11", the house we 
normally associate with #*, in conflict with XX, describing a life not with- 
out some existential ups and downs. In the Age of Aquarius even sover- 
eigns, usually considered to belong to the regal sign of Q, belong to this 
sign! 

One of my astrology students here in Turin, Maria Pia Sottili (3:30 
pm UT, 31 January 1938; Reggio Emilia, Italy: 44N41, 10E38), is an as- 
tral twin of the queen of the Netherlands, but her planets are concen- 
trated in the 7" house. She dresses like a queen, is very strong and physi- 
cally similar to the real queen. The £2 Ascendant favors this unpredict- 
able nature and shakes up her life. 


Victor Hugo (10:06 pm UT, 26 February 1802; Besangon, France: 
47N15, 6E02), author of Les Miserables, was born with four important 
planets as well as the Q in H, o° » and a ¥ and the Ascendant. The stel- 
lium is divided between the 4" and 5" houses and, together with the rest 
of the chart, describes his complex and tormented life, as it does the set- 
ting of his most famous works. 

The four planets in the 8" house of Galileo Galilei (3 pm LMT, 15 
February 1564; Pisa, Italy: 43N43, 10E24) foretell both his universal 
fame and also the terrible ups and downs of his life. This is confirmed by 
the trine to ® and } in &, and the squares to X in 4 and ¥ in II. 

Jean-Baptiste Morin de Villefranche (8:33 am UT, 23 February 
1583 ; Villefranche, Beaujolais, France : 45N59, 4E43) has an excep- 
tional stellium, with five planets in }, in the associated 12" house, 4 3 
and ¥ in &. The last great French astrologer, awarded the mathematics 
chair at the Collége Royal, was anything but meek — on the contrary, he 
was an exhibitionist who was known for his difficult character. 
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LANETARY HOURS 

From antiquity there has been a condition upon which the va- 

lidity of a chart depends, and which I have not so far men- 

tioned, and that is upon planetary hours. Is it stretching the 

bounds of credibility too far to suggest that not only a moment, 
but an hour has its quality? 

Before our present generation the consideration of planetary hours 
had always been an integral part of astrology. They were used in other 
ways besides determining the validity of a chart. If, for instance, the 
ruler of the hour is angular, a person or object looked for is within the 
house of the querent, just as if the ruler of the 2™ house is angular. In 
questions of theft the ruler of the hour can symbolize the thief. Ancient 
aphorisms tell us about planetary hours. Lilly’s first aphorism reads, 

See the Question be radical, or fit to be judged, which is when the 

Lord of the ascendant and hour be of one nature or triplicity. 
Zadkiel, who omitted planetary hours entirely throughout his book /ntro- 
duction to Astrology, which purported to be the work of Lilly, changes 
this to 

See the question is radical and fit to be judged. 
This is a typical example of the way Zadkiel treats the work of Lilly. 
Perhaps he was afraid that mention of planetary hours would associate 
astrology with superstitions that used to be held. In the 17" century 
medicines were given at appropriate hours, and herbs were collected ac- 
cording to the proper hours. 

The use of planetary hours is Western. I do not believe the Hindu sys- 
tem of astrology use them. 

Everyone associates the day of the week with the planets: Sunday 
with the ©, Monday with the ), Tuesday with o* (French Mardi, North- 
ern Europe Tui), Wednesday with ? (French Mercredi, Northern Europe 
Woden), Thursday with Thor or 4, Friday with 2 (French Vendredi, 
Northern Europe Frigg or Freya), and of course Saturday with ». 

A day was considered to start at daybreak, at sunrise. The time be- 
tween daybreak and sunset was divided into twelve equal periods, called 
hours. The period between sunset and the following sunrise was similarly 
divided into another twelve equal periods. The day hours would not be of 
the same length as the night hours — except at the equinox. A summer 
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day had long hours and a summer night short hours. A winter day had 
short hours and a winter night long hours. 

Each day begins with the hour of the planet after which it is named. 
For example, the first hour on Sunday is the hour of the ©. Each hour 
belongs to a never-ending sequence. Even between one day and the next 
the sequence is not broken. The sequence is: ©, 2%, 4, 4, o&, which 
is then followed by the © and the sequence of the seven planetary hours 
continues. 

As there are 24 hours in our day, it can be divided into three complete 
sets of seven, plus another 3 hours. So, for a Sunday, which commences 
at sunrise with the © hour, three complete sets of ©, 2, 3, ), , 4, o* will 
elapse and then only the next three, namely ©, Q and §, will occur before 
the start of the next day. When the day following Sunday begins it will 
be the turn of the planet that comes next in the sequence, namely the ». 
And this is correct for the day following Sunday is Monday. And so on 
through the week, and so on throughout the months, years and centuries.

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We are told that a horary chart is not valid unless the planetary hour 
harmonizes with the Ascendant or with the ruler of the sign on the As- 
cendant, but I am coming to the conclusion that this means a chart may 
not be a happy one without the above proviso. This mattered a great deal 
in the days when an astrologer could be thrown over a cliff if his solution 
was not what an emperor wanted to hear, as in the time of Thrassyllus. 
Certainly the best charts do have this harmonization. It can be expressed 
in the following ways. 

1. The ruler of the hour should be of the same triplicity as the As- 
cendant. To discover this, look at Ptolemy’s Table of Dignities.' 
For instance, if » is ruler of the hour and the day chart Ascen- 
dant is II, this harmonizes because » rules the Air triplicity in 
the daytime — a connection many astrologers may overlook! Or, 
if the planet of the hour is o’ and the Ascendant a water sign, 
they are in accord because o rules the Water triplicity. 

2. The ruler of the hour should be the same as the ruler of the as- 
cending sign, as with “ rising and \ the ruler of the hour. 

3. A chart is said to be valid if the hour and the Ascendant are of 
the same nature. This needs a table. In traditional astrology the 
signs and planets are described as follows:

The table at the end of this article summarizes all of this, showing 
when a chart can be considered to be radical for the above reasons. 
It is the Ascendant of the original chart that counts, not of the turned 
chart! 
There are two exceptions to these rules. They are: 
a. The hour ruler makes a beneficial aspect to the Ascendant or to 
one of the rulers of the Ascendant

b. The hour ruler is angular 

For example, if £2 ascends in a nighttime chart one would consider 
that \ is ruler of the triplicity, and if the ) is the ruler of the hour and it is 
is trine to 4, that would be considered valid, according to conclusions 
reached by studying Lilly’s example charts. For these exceptions to be 
used, however, the chart must describe the circumstances of the question 
or the physical appearance of the parties concerned. 

If you decide to use planetary hours, it is a good idea to make a table 
for reference. This table must suit the vicinity in which you live, because 
periods of time between sunrise and sunset vary according to locality. 

There is no doubt that charts with the ascending sign and its ruler 
blended with the planetary hour are more apt, although this is something 
only a good horary astrologer will recognize. Our natal colleagues re- 
main cynical, even as the public is cynical about nativities. But since we 
know that the quality of one hour differs from that of another, we realize 
that past generations understood the integration of life with the move- 
ments of the seven planets in particular, and the rest of the Universe in 
general. We must hold fast to these truths before some ludicrous ‘as- 
trologer,’ intent on including the newly discovered planets wherever pos- 
sible, invents Uranusday, Neptuneday and Plutoday, and puts thirty hours 
ina day!

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Can the Combust Moon 
Give a Positive Answer?

AVING just returned from abroad, I wanted to install Solar Fire 
onto my new computer. The trouble was that I could not find 
the CD in the drawer where I usually keep it together with older 
floppy disks. I tried other places, the office, but not a trace of 
the CD.

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35"" Consideration says, “there is no so great an affliction to the Moon as 
when she is in conjunct with the Sun; the ill aspects of the infortunes do 
much afflict her, but none so powerful as her Combustion”! 

Well, that’s it, away goes my hope! Best to throw away the chart, I 
thought, for the sunrays are blinding me. 

The days went by and by the end of the week I gave up and decided 
to install the older version on floppy disks. Then it happened! T pulled 
open the same drawer in the study room and took out the original Solar 
Fire envelope to take out the floppies. But instead of the floppies, I was 
holding the CD! Wow, that was a surprise. And suddenly the thought 
came across my mind that my question had been about Solar Fire, about 
an item whose name invoked both the © and the heat of its rays. Can it 
be, can it just be — for my peace of mind — that this particular consid- 
eration does not apply if the © signifies the very object I am looking for? 

If so, it makes perfect sense (in hindsight). The ) perfects her con- 
junction with the © in 1° = 1 week (as it was), because the ) is in a mu- 
table sign and in a succedent house.

If this argument holds, the chart must also indicate the whereabouts of 
the missing object, as indeed it does. The ruler of the 4" cusp is > in IL, 
which indicates a dark place, near walls, in a study room.

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Evangeline Adams 
& the Airwaves

Y 1930, Evangeline Adams was at the height of her popularity. 

Often referred to as America's most famous astrologer, at the 

age of 62, she had accomplished all she had set out to do. With 

YS) a tremendous list of satisfied clients nationwide and abroad, she 

earned an excellent living. Adams had truly made America "astrology 

conscious." Syndicated daily horoscopes were being published in news- 

papers across the country, with horoscopes of celebrities‘ newborns ap- 

pearing in Sunday papers. Due primarily to Adams' efforts, the revival 
of astrology was at least ten years old and still gaining momentum. 

With the publication date of Evangeline's next book approaching, 
her husband George E. Jordan, Jr. switched into high gear; it was easy 
to recycle earlier promotional pieces to keep the Adams legends alive. 
Jordan spent much time on the four phones that graced his desk. Ex- 
cerpts from Evangeline’s biography The Bowl of Heaven soon appeared 
in issues of the Woman's Home Companion and the Boston Herald. Jor- 
dan and his ghostwriters put together articles derived from previous 
books, to be syndicated to newspapers across the country and published 
under Evangeline's name. A profile of Adams appeared in the "Person- 
alities" section of The Review of Reviews, and in Fortune magazine. Jor- 
dan booked his wife on lecture tours. And finally, he landed Evangeline 
a contract to appear for three months on the radio. 

Radio! It was the most exciting thing to happen to modern man since 
the invention of the telephone. Coming into homes throughout America, 
it united the country and connected the still many disparate elements of 
the popular culture. While the airwaves were originally considered sa- 
cred to the public interest, in no time at all commercial advertisers real- 
ized the "reach" they could afford. Jordan had eagerly concurred, realiz- 
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ing how much more money could be made through 15 minutes of airtime 
a few nights a week. Adams gloried in the attention and opportunity to 
teach countless thousands about astrology; but her health was no longer 
that robust. In the midst of all the hullabaloo, she traveled to Florida in 
April for some warm air and sunshine. 

Almost as soon as she returned to New York City, she was on the air. 
She began broadcasting her show, "Your Stars" over the ABC network, 
every Monday and Wednesday evening. From 7:30 to 7:45, she'd tell 
anecdotes of her celebrity clients, repeat her previously successful pre- 
dictions, and advise about tomorrow. Her clear voice and sure and 
steady speech were a natural for radio work. 

Forhan's toothpaste sponsored the show, in what seems like an un- 
usual joining of interests. Yet everyone must brush his teeth, and astrol- 
ogy had the potential of universal appeal. Forhan's included coupons 
with their toothpaste, and if one collected enough of them and sent them 
to Evangeline's office, a free, personalized mini-reading would be re- 
turned via post. This increased the duties of Adams' assistants. But 
Evangeline was well-paid for the radio work, and the free horoscope was 
a merchandising gimmick. After three months on the air (a typical third 
of a network season), Evangeline had reportedly received 150,000 re- 
quests. Many of those who enjoyed their free sample would no doubt 
become regular customers in time. Soon, Evangeline was broadcasting 
from CBS radio in New York City three times a week. The 15-minute 
syndicated show reached some 44 stations across the country. 

Announcer David Ross would introduce Evangeline; he was followed 
by the lush chords of Victor Herbert's "Ah! Sweet Mystery of Life!" Re- 
porter Allene Talmey visited the show and shared her impressions in 
Outlook magazine: 


To hundreds of thousands, Evangeline Adams is not just 
another rhythmic name. She is faith and hope, a telegram from 
the future. Through this dignified astrologian, astrology has 
become respectable, a subject the children may hear. No 
longer is it a hidden superstition for the unholy rich and the 
unhealthy poor. By her suction it has seeped into the middle 
classes who have reduced this oldest of sciences from the ro- 
mantic idiosyncrasy of the few to a commodity that one gets by 
sending in an advertiser's coupon for a free Adams horoscope. 

These horoscopes are tossed throughout the land to innu- 
merable housewives, mechanics, manicurists, waitresses, 
salesmen, clerks — that whole run of humanity who cannot wait 
for their milk and honey until they reach the promised land. 
Although they cannot name the officers of the Hoover Cabinet, 
they know the Zodiac now, the twelve houses of the heavens, 
the nine planets. They know Leo the Lion, and Cancer the 
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Crab, all by listening on the radio to the sleepy-time voice of 
Evangeline Adams. 

That voice rarely admits that black is black. A shimmering 
haze hangs over the specific. She tells anecdotes of her success 
with the great. She describes the fortunes of the next 24 hours, 
describes them so carefully that no matter what happens, she 
predicted it. She warns and guides, and gently removes re- 
sponsibility from shoulders, not unlike a butler with a sable 
wrap. The multitude listens, with many obeying the advice sent 
out over the air by a wise old lady on the timberline of sixty. 

As she sits in front of the microphone, nervous, playing with 
her papers, she might be telling in her Yankee twang the story 
of the Three Bears, Aries, Pisces and Taurus, who came home 
one night to find golden-haired Virgo in the smallest bed of all. 
Around the speaker at the microphone lounge seven or eight 
musicians whose faces show a boredom profound and pitiable. 

When all is over, Miss Adams, adoring the entire perform- 
ance, hugs David Ross, her announcer, gathers up her platoon 
of visitors, picks up her dozen little accessories, and exits ina 
burst of light and gaiety and delightful flattery. 


Aside from the great success of her radio show, 1930 was a banner 
year for Evangeline. Some reports from the time place Adams’ fee for 
personal consultations at $50 per half hour, an extraordinarily high rate 
($50 at the time would purchase a three-piece bedroom set, and is a rate 
that some astrologers might charge today, after so many years of infla- 
tion). This fee reflects the fact that Evangeline could command the price, 
as well as her steady withdrawal from consulting work. She was giving 
fewer and fewer personal interviews, while the staff was doing more and 
more mail order work. 

In July of 1930, Evangeline's radio contract was renewed for a year, 
and Jordan reported receiving an average of 4,000 letters daily, an in- 
credible number. In fact, Radio Round-Ups reported that Evangeline had 
the heaviest fan mail for any program in 1931, and said that she "took the 
country by storm." Astrologers were still hard to find and their fees were 
generally high for most people, particularly in these early depression 
years. Many workers’ wages had dropped nearly 50% already. A free 
reading from America's foremost astrologer provided some hope to the 
many thousands across the U.S. who listened to "Your Stars." When the 
world faced difficulties, astrologers often did well. 

The great flood of letters and box tops received was also a direct tes- 
tament to the popularity of the show. Adams was no longer just a cult 
figure and offbeat personality. She had become a powerful force, in the 
unique position of influencing public opinion on a large scale. 

Radio broadcasting had been legitimately established only a few short 
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years earlier. In the tradition of freedom of speech, censorship of any 
kind was forbidden on the air, but all stations were required to be li- 
censed by the United States government. The Federal Radio Commis- 
sion was created to oversee this burgeoning industry. Most licenses were 
reviewed without question, the FRC maintaining a predominantly /ais- 
sez-faire policy. 

As radio allowed for universal access to information, the airwaves 
were originally intended to be used solely for the benefit of the American 
public. But once businesses realized that radio could be a wonderful in- 
strument for advertising and marketing, they began sponsoring shows. 
Many people objected to advertising on the air, as advertisers were al- 
ready commonly known for their brashness and lack of scruples. They 
might degrade the quality of programming by necessitating mass appeal. 
Others found ads offensive: it was simply not in the public's interest to 
be bombarded with commercial announcements on a regular basis. Yet 
sponsorship addressed a real need in radio, by answering the question of 
station funding; advertisers were soon viewed by many as saving radio 
by underwriting quality programming, thus allowing the medium to pro- 
gress. 

Coast-to-coast network broadcasting had begun as early as 1926, 
making it even more lucrative for sponsors to support nationwide pro- 
gramming. Soon the industry had been completely transformed, with the 
airwaves virtually belonging to the advertising agencies that were pro- 
ducing and packaging shows by the early 1930's. 

While the Federal Radio Commission viewed most advertisers fa- 
vorably, complaints from listeners caused them to begin to hold license 
renewal hearings in 1928. Unscrupulous advertisers might manipulate 
and sway the public through over-exposure on radio. Because freedom 
of speech is guaranteed by the U.S. Constitution, there was seemingly 
nothing the agency could do to counter private influence on the airwaves. 
Any legal document limiting anyone's message would be a direct viola- 
tion of freedom of speech. But these were the years when Catholics and 
other conservatives were heavily lobbying the motion picture industry to 
develop a code of moral conduct for film. By 1930, they had gotten most 
of the industry to accept a production code, even though it was not actu- 
ally enforced. 

Radio seemed to have more independence; but as the FRC granted li- 
censes to all broadcasters, it was still in a position to call the shots. Each 
station would be expected to censor itself according to established guide- 
lines. Although adherence to the code was voluntary, the FRC could 
easily revoke or cancel licenses if it felt a station was in violation of the 
code. The FRC was able to effectively impose censorship even though 
technically no threat had been posed to the freedom of speech all Ameri- 
cans enjoyed. In this manner Dr. Brinkley, an enormously popular radio 
personality, lost his station's license by 1930. The FRC felt he had duped 
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the public by supplying quack remedies. 

Most sponsors, network officials, directors and writers were ex- 
tremely sensitive about censoring themselves. Radio, after all, came 
right into the family living room. It was broadcast without prior knowl- 
edge, or review, of content. It would do no one, particularly the sponsor, 
any good to offend listeners or provoke disagreements. Advertisers were 
discreet, limiting sponsor announcements, and usually not mentioning 
specific prices. Early radio content was extremely tame. 

NBC's Blue Network, for example, agreed upon a Radio Industry 
Production Code in 1932, and published its own guidelines several years 
later. These were characteristic of most stations in the early years. Sex- 
ual innuendo was to be avoided at all costs, with explicitness strictly 
prohibited (an early radio appearance by Mae West resulted in such con- 
troversy that she remained off the air for over 30 years). Political con- 
troversy was also to be avoided, and even comedic references to the 
President, Congress, the Supreme Court or political leaders were to be 
sedulously avoided (only Will Rogers seemed able to sneak past these 
restrictions). 

Offensive allusions to physical afflictions, unpleasant odors or bodily 
functions were not permitted. References to laxatives, in particular, were 
to be strictly avoided (perhaps as they so blatantly invoked the previous 
three taboos in one fell swoop). It almost went without saying that pro- 
fanity would not be broadcast. Regional sensitivities needed to be kept 
in mind. Race was not to be mentioned (an odd stroke for a medium that 
was popularized to great extent by the fame of Amos 'n Andy). And fi- 
nally, there should be no references to God or religion. 

Radio itself had already become amazingly popular and allowed na- 
tionwide reach through syndication. Evangeline Adams became an 
enormously popular radio star; the most popular in 1931, if we are to 
judge from her fan mail. Her most dramatic letters were read over the 
air, along with her astrological judgments and suggestions. By far the 
greater number of these were from adults, with adult problems such as in 
relationships or with health concerns. Some had moral dilemmas and 
crises of conscience. Evangeline always insisted on the infallibility of 
the stars. She gave specific examples from celebrity charts, and often 
referred to important public figures that had been her clients, showing 
how they proved astrological influence, or how they had used astrology 
productively to enhance their lives. (Her interpretation of the Lindbergh 
baby's horoscope — that he'd be "a flier like his father" — proved to be a 
dud: the boy was kidnapped and murdered in mid-1932.) Adams often 
did run close to the boundaries of the guidelines where references to 
sexuality, political figures and even mention of diseases were concerned. 
And, as Evangeline presented it, astrology was a religion. 

Perhaps Adams' popularity was also due in part to the fact that she 
presented something more exciting and controversial than other radio 
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fare. Soon she had many imitators: a numerology series had originated 
in Chicago; and Bost Toothpaste, a competitor of Forhan's, offered a 
success specialist who sent Success Charts by mail. A nail polish spon- 
sored a palmist, and R.J. Reynolds offered verse and advice to women. 
The Voice of Experience, answering human relations problems, was 
soon receiving even more letters than Adams had. A woman called sim- 
ply "Dolores," who had previously done a mentalist act on the vaudeville 
circuit, began twice daily broadcasts over a public service station, and 
was soon receiving an unprecedented number of letters for cheap mail- 
order horoscopes. These developments so disturbed some of the public 
that on May 7, 1931, the Federal Radio Commission issued this press 
release: 


Upon frequent occasions there has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the Commission complaints against radio stations 
broadcasting fortune telling, lotteries, games of chance, gift en- 
terprises, or similar schemes offering prizes dependent in 
whole or in part on chance. On that subject the Commission 
has to say: — “There exists a doubt that such broadcasts are in the 
public interest. Complaints from a substantial number of listeners 
against any broadcasting station presenting such programs will re- 
sult in the station's application for renewal of license being set for a 
hearing.” 


In 1931, many businesses went belly-up as the depression deepened, 
yet radio advertisers found a seemingly inexhaustible supply of business. 
Adams sold countless tubes of toothpaste for Forhan's; their business 
boomed while others foundered. George E. Jordan, Jr. could soon boast 
that their mail order horoscope business had greatly expanded. Evange- 
line was weekly making thousands of converts to astrology, and every- 
one was deliriously happy with the arrangement. Although bread lines 
would not begin to form for a few years, Evangeline was still rather well 
off compared to many. Yet on Friday July 17, 1931, when her lucrative 
contract expired, Adams delivered her final broadcast. She had been on 
the air for only a little over a year. As Harper's magazine observed 
shortly thereafter: 


The Federal Radio Commission, though in this instance it long 
denied itself the power of censorship, now frowns so efficiently 
upon the broadcasting of horoscopes that several profitable 
contracts have been cancelled by large stations. 


In the first skittish days of radio, it was not difficult to arrange for 
such a cancellation. 

The FRC particularly objected to personal questions being answered, 
although some on the air who exercised the proper decorum and had the 
right credentials were not challenged. The sale of forecasts was taboo, 
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but Evangeline got around this prohibition with her free promotional of- 
fer. "Fortune-telling," however, was prohibited. Many astrologers 
would argue that they were not fortune telling per se, as Evangeline had 
effectively done in a New York City court in 1914; but when they fore- 
cast the future, most authorities still agreed this was illegitimate. Con- 
servative religious groups had only to write in numbers to the FRC and 
Forhan's, threatening boycott and adverse publicity. Adams’ student, Iris 
Vorel's fictionalized version of Adams in her book Ad Astra was called 
Mariska Lawlor. Lawlor frequently received anonymous tirades of abuse 
after her radio broadcasts, including threats of having her business meth- 
ods investigated and her show cancelled. 

Certainly, astrology had always teetered on the brink of acceptability. 
It was easy for detractors to say it drew its popularity and strength from 
negative occult forces, or played on the gullibility and superstitions of 
the people. One could easily write off "Dolores" as a charlatan; but Ad- 
ams was too popular, too accepted, too much of an established authority 
to dismiss lightly. Her championing of astrology as a science that could 
be proven made matters even more complicated. Through radio, she was 
reaching hundreds of thousands more than she could hope to reach with 
her books. To more conservative members of society, Adams had, in 
fact, become dangerous. Pressure was brought to bear. Evangeline Ad- 
ams was off the air, permanently. 

So, too, were the many imitators, the other astrologers, numerologists 
and palmists of the early airwaves. In fact, although no laws were ever 
passed to keep them from broadcasting, occult and metaphysical practi- 
tioners were effectively prevented from doing so for the next 50 years. 
While astrologers like to say there was a "blackout" on their topic on the 
airwaves, the editor of the New York Astrologer had this to say in 1935, 
after studying the matter: 


If Astrology is kept educational, if prediction as to personal matters is 
eschewed, if it is kept dignified and if no money is involved, there is 
no prohibition against Astrology on the air. 


Notes 

Evangeline Adams was born on February 8, 1868 at 8:30 a.m. LMT, 
in Jersey City, NJ. Her birth date is recorded in A Genealogical History 
of Henry Adams of Braintree, Massachusetts (1898), in 1910 Census re- 
cords, and on her death certificate. Evangeline gives us the time of birth 
in her autobiography The Bowl of Heaven, citing her father's diary. 

The figure of 150,000 requests for mini-readings is from Evangeline, 
repeated in many sources. 

Value-for-money figures are based on newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertisements of the time. 
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Fred MacDonald quotes Radio Roundups in Don't Touch That Dial! 
Much of the information on early radio is from MacDonald's book. 

Information on the history of the First Amendment in regard to radio 
is from Robert J. Wagman and Erick Barnouw's books. Susan Luck 
Hooks and Professor Wesley Wallace were very helpful in providing 
much additional information. 

William Engle in his New York World-Telegram obituary of Adams 
quotes the incorrect Lindbergh baby prediction. It's been said that Ad- 
ams' prediction of the baby's death led to the astrological "blackout" on 
the air, But documentation shows that she forecast a successful life for 
the Lindbergh baby. And Charles Lindbergh, Jr. was kidnapped in 
March of 1932, well after Evangeline's show was cancelled in July of 
1931. 

Some of the references to other radio shows are from Charles W. Fer- 
guson and Travis Hoke's articles; others are from my reading of daily 
radio schedules published in the New York Times and Brooklyn Eagle at 
the time. 

The FRC's press release was included in Elizabeth Aldrich's New 
York Astrologer article. Thanks to Ken Irving for getting me a copy. 

The Harper's quote is from Travis Hoke's article. 

The reasons for the cancellation of Adams’ show were in Elizabeth 
Aldrich's article, written shortly thereafter. Ed Dearborn also provided 
some background from Marion Mayer Drew.

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Old Rulerships in a New World 
PETER MALSIN 


HE discovery of the outermost planets mandated a major reas- 
sessment of the ancient system of dual rulerships. But, while 
(iS various astrologers have contributed to debate on this subject in 

2 recent years, the astrological community has nonetheless limped 
into the new millennium using rulerships that are symbolically illogical, 
intellectually suspect and confusingly asymmetrical. The most common 
systems used today are spun from marriages of convenience and last 
from one year to the next largely through the inertia of tradition, 

Consider that in the ancient system, the five known planets ruled two 
signs each. Yet in the newer systems in many cases fwo planets are be- 
lieved to rule one sign! Both ¢ and P, for prime example, are asserted to 
tule Tl. At the same time certain planets (including o* again) are still be- 
lieved to rule two signs each. This two-rule-one/one-rules-two business 
begs scrutiny, and suggests that the rules of rulership have been, in a 
word, fudged. 

Now consider that our solar system contains fen planetary orbits 
which, combined with the sun and moon, means that there are actually 
twelve natural candidates for rulership -- the makings of a simple, ele- 
gant system in which each sign has one, and only one, ruler. 

Evident in the ancient system is a well-defined pattern of correlation 
based on progressive distance from the sun. This pattern begins with 2's 
rulership of Tl? and goes on to correlate 2 to +, o” to Ml, 4 to % and » to 
#. All the newer systems continue this natural progression, with ruling 
«« and ¥ ruling H. Given the universally accepted symmetry of this sys- 
tem thus far, one might ask: How did P wind up as the primary ruler of 
Ml? Taken to its conclusion, progressive distance from the sun should 
designate P as the ruler of T. By the same token o should emerge as -- 
or remain as the case may be -- the primary ruler of Tl. 

In deciding rulerships, distance from the sun obviously constitutes 
only one criterion. But the symbolism of the planets and signs involved 
supports the system based initially on distance. 

Take o*: virtually every interpretation of o* centers in part on funda- 
mental capacities of sex and desire. Mars is typically interpreted in terms 
that include “the desire nature,” “sexual desire,” “passion,” “physical 
desire,” "survival," “masculinity,” “masculine sexuality,” ‘physical 
love,” “Eros,” “the desire principle,” “the seat of desire” and so forth. 

No astrologer challenges the validity of such attributions. The real 
question is: Are these motivations fundamental to T? Rarely does this 
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question seem to be considered. For to interpret T in terms of such emo- 
tional and sexually-oriented capacities would be to stretch the dimen- 
sions of T in a very strange direction. Indeed, it would be hard to find 
any description of T that embraces anything close to this constellation of 
potentials. Arians are typically characterized in terms of being individu- 
alistic, headstrong, adventurous, solitary and, as Rob Hand put it, “aso- 
cial or even antisocial.”' These traits are hardly hallmarks of love, Eros 
and the desire nature. 
When we turn to Til the picture changes dramatically. 
Straight away what are the keywords of Tl but "I Desire," 
and what parts of the body does Tl, rule but the sexual 
organs? To separate the intrinsic nature of TM from 
sexuality, Eros, and the desire nature is to defy the most basic symbolic 
indications of the sign. 

Other basic potentials attributed to of also relate fully to TL. Classic 
Martian motivations include those of aggression, self-preservation, ac- 
tion, fight, combat, competition, survival, strength, anger, virility, and 
self-assertion. The scorpion almost explicitly symbolizes many of these 
capacities of survival. Though astrologers tend to describe sun-sign Tl 
according to more esoteric motivations, the symbolism of the scorpion 
plainly suggests that the basic principles underlying Tl are not only more 
mundane but more recognizable, centering on instincts of sex, sclf- 
preservation and survival. 

Looking at the converse planet-sign relationship, it is again useful to 
begin with the symbolism of the planet in question: B. B was discovered 
concurrent with the entrance of atomic energy into human consciousness 
and experience. While the fact of this concurrence is well recognized in 
astrology, its significance has been less well appreciated. Atomic energy 
focuses on the atomic unit -- the unitary, the indivisible, the power of 
one. It was significantly as both B and atomic energy came into collec- 
tive consciousness through World War II that the traditional bonds of 
community, nation, tribe, and even family ceased to hold sway over the 
individual; that for the first time in history the individual became the 
atomic, autonomous unit of society. This central phenomenon of the 
Atomic Age relates perfectly to the symbolism of the number one -- and 
hence to the number-one sign and principle. As with the symbolism of 
atomic P, T centers on the power of one and individual autonomy. 

P’s energy correlate nuclear fission is, moreover, a phenomenon of 
fire, and as much as the symbolism of electricity conforms to the nature 
of #*, the explosive, fissioning and fiery nature of nuclear power con- 
forms to the nature of Aries as a fire sign.

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Possibly the first astrologer to explicitly associate P with T was Rose 
Campbell Starr (born March 24, 1902); others have done so since. Perus- 
ing the literature of P according to top figures in the field -- Alan Oken, 
Rob Hand, Jeff Green, even Dane Rudhyar -- we come across numerous 
characterizations more readily relating to T than to Tll: individual iden- 
tity, Individuality, purifying fire, solitary behavior, the “final stage of 
individuation.” 

Perhaps the symbolic dimension of Tl. most often associated with P is 
that of death and regeneration. But it is o*, the Warrior God, that speaks 
most directly of death -- and it is & that should be thought of as a classic 
symbol regeneration as well. In fact to interpret the Eros and fight of o” 
without values of regeneration is to limit the planet to such two- 
dimensional values that we might as well return to the dark ages of good 
and evil planets. Through its association with mystical and spiritual di- 
mensions of the Martial Arts among other ways, the symbolism of o¥ re- 
veal moral, soulful and spiritual dimensions that ring of higher values of 
regeneration -- along with higher values of Tl. 

Conversely, while P symbolizes the potential for annihilation, key to 
what is symbolized here is an irrational dimension that is self-immolating 
as much as destructive of otherness. Cleaving to the fiery, foolhardy, 
zealous, radical and extremist aspects of T, P indicates "the potential to 
channel mass energy into fanatic and unitary causes... It signifies the ca- 
pacity for... chaos and extremism...and for deeply disturbed modes of 
ideation."” 

In connection with the events of 11 September 2001 and the contem- 
poraneous opposition of B by 5, it is clear that in the "new kind of war" 
America faces, the individual has indeed become emboldened not only 
by a nuclear dimension of individual power but a nuclear dimension of 
fanaticism. We are dealing now with the very principle of extremism, an 
enemy composed of individuals driven not to survive but to annihilate 
even themselves, an enemy motivated not by allegiance to a political 
body but to an idea. 

Speaking anthropomorphically, no sign would want to associate itself 
with such aspects of P,* and I am not in any way implying that T de- 
serves association with B because it is populated by crazy zealots. Ignor- 
ing a host of more attractive considerations regarding both sign and 
planet, what I am saying is that, as of 11 September, certain of the most 
compelling aspects of B have manifested and deserve renewed attention.

In accord with the ancient dual rulership system, Aphrodite, ?° 
predecessor, combined 8 and + values. But over time Aphrodite’s em- 
bodiment of the Earth and organic forces of nature has fallen away from 
the symbolism of 9. 

Meanwhile, the nature of 8, charged as it is with values of persis- 
tence, productivity, industry, work, pragmatism, stability, the land, habit 
and earthiness, hardly rings of 9. Though sun-sign Taureans are legiti- 
mately described as sensuous, there are precious few (other) places in 
which the symbolism of ? and & intersect. 

Rob Hand points out the symbolic mismatch between 9 and & in 
Horoscope Symbols, and goes on to assert: 


It seems at first as if we have no planet with a clearly 
Taurean symbolism, and yet we do: the one planet 
/ whose symbolism fits perfectly with that of Taurus is 
the Earth. Taurus is the most perfectly earthy of the 
earth signs. Everything we think of as pertaining to 
Earth goddesses, everything that relates to adjectives like earthy, 
pertains to Taurus. The Earth has much in common with Venus, 
but it could never be the significator of romantic love, which is too 
unreal, not sufficiently sensible, and too removed from the affairs 
of the daily world to be relevant to an Earth [or Taurean] person’. 


Once the blinders of tradition are removed, it may become apparent 
that the symbolic match between the © and & is as comfortable as the 
symbolic connection between and 5 is uncomfortable.

SF The Earth is not the only planet -- or at least the only plane- 
ln tary orbit -- to have been excluded from common rulership 
) systems. Just as the largest asteroids themselves, the four As- 
teroid Goddesses, have ascended to prominence in astrology 
over the last three decades, it is of no small significance that the whole

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asteroid belt occupies an orbital ring falling squarely (elliptically?) into 
the larger astronomical pattern of planetary orbits as calculated in Bode’s 
Law. It is equally significant that the asteroids collectively comprise the 
mass of a real planet. 

The asteroid belt comprises the perfect candidate 
for correlation with II. Just as the asteroids literally 
embody multiplicity, the scattered aspect of the I 
nature goes hand-in-hand with the concepts of 
multiplicity and diversity Just as the asteroids literally 
embody multiplicity, the chameleon-like, mirroring 
aspect of the II nature the concept of multiplicity: a bit of this, a bit of 
that, a bit of here, a bit of there. The concepts of diversity and multiplic- 
ity likewise correlate neatly with II's predispositions to versatility and 
being the jack-of-all-trades. 

The topic of rulerships is huge, and this article cannot begin to ad- 
dress the many issues involved. As well, it appears, students of astrology 
are not much motivated to examine questions of rulership, even given 
that patchwork of systems in use. Nonetheless I hope this material will 
begin to provoke the recognition that, as it stands, the issue of rulerships 
is not only basic but basically unresolved; and that, again, ten planetary 
orbits plus the sun and the moon equal twelve candidates for an elegant 
“one-man-one-vote" system.

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Solar Arc Directions: How to Read Life’s Roadmap 
by Carole DeMott Devine, 2000

arole Devine’s skills as an astrologer and a teacher come 

through in her concise yet comprehensive book, Solar Are Di- 

rections: How to Read Life's Roadmap. In this well-written 

book, Devine explains how life patterns can be revealed by us- 
ing solar arc directions. Along with transits, secondary progressions and 
planetary cycles, solar are direction is an important predictive technique 
that allows astrologers to track patterns in their clients’ lives. In the in- 
troduction, Devine states, “The main theme of this book is to explain 
these patterns and show examples from the lives of ordinary people so 
that we can use solar arcs more effectively in guiding our clients through 
a seemingly endless maze of events that seem to have no common 
thread. The thread is there, and not really so hard to discover!” 

Every chapter is loaded with useful information. Starting with an ex- 
planation of the basic principles and benefits of using solar are direc- 
tions, Devine discusses different ways to use solar arc directions. She 
suggests setting up a tri-wheel (three concentric charts) with the natal 
chart in the center, secondary progressions in the middle wheel, and solar 
are directions in the outer wheel. I revisited some significant events in 
my life by setting up her suggested tri-wheel and I was amazed with 
what I saw. Aspects that solar are directed planets make to natal planets 
can indicate significant turning points in one's life and are a useful pre- 
dictive tool. 

Devine's book introduces the principles of cosmobiology, and ex- 
plains how to use mid-point trees. This leads us into a fascinating chap- 
ter entitled “The Mid-life Shift in Reverse.” According to Devine, “ 
after an increment of 45° solar are motion, which equals about 45 years 
of life, the planetary contacts reverse themselves and made the same con- 
tacts that were present in the first 45 years, but in reverse order!” This 
theory, which she explains in detail, is well worth exploring. In fact, it 
makes this book a must read for serious astrologers! 

Devine also discusses using solar arc directions with historical charts, 
composite charts, and as an aid in birth time rectification. Example 
charts are spread throughout the book and each chapter ends with sug- 
gested student exercises. Devine is an excellent teacher who knows how 
to present material clearly and then enhance it with examples and exer- 
cises. I loved this short book and gained new perspective on solar arc 
directions from reading it. I highly recommend it for intermediate and 
advanced students of astrology. —Leda Blumberg 
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The Ultimate Book on Stock Market Timing, Volume IIT 
Geocosmic Correlations to Trading Cycles 
by Raymond Merriman 
MMA Publications, PO Box 250012, West Bloomfield MI 48325

This is the third volume of Ray Merriman’s insightful series of books 
that detail the results of his valuable research correlating stock market 
cycles with planetary alignments. 

Volume I introduced the concept of cycles and identified the presence 
of several consistent long-term and short-term cycles that have persisted 
in the financial markets going back as far as 1695. 

Volume II introduced geocosmic signatures — aspects between pairs 
of planets, 4 out to P — and related these to the peaks and troughs of the 
underlying cycles that affect the financial markets. Merriman identified 
each of major aspects between the various planetary pairs and noted the 
market change associated with each. For example, the current  ° P as- 
pect previously occurred in 1768-9, 1801-2, 1834, 1866, 1898, 1931 and 
1965, and the market changes in these years led this aspect to be identi- 
fied as “one of the most powerful correlates... (for)...timing long-term 
cycles in US stocks... If the market has been rising for several years go- 
ing into this signature, then investors should look to exit all holdings.” 
Advice that is correct now, 

While Vol. II related geocosmic signatures to investment cycles, the 
present Volume relates them to trading cycles, shorter periods that may 
last only 2-4 weeks, Now the planets involved also include the ©, ° and 
oc’, bodies omitted from the prior investment discussion. Planetary sta- 
tions are included. In all 148 different “signatures” are examined over 
three thousand trading days, and those that strongly correlate with market 
trend changes are identified. 

Ray Merriman is to be congratulated. His research is excellent, his 
explanations very clear, and his examples that demonstrate how to use 
multiple indicators to identify trend reversals well articulated. Investors 
lacking, an astrological background should easily understand and benefit 
from them. This is not a book for day traders (Volume IV of this series 
promises to do that) but for those who want to catch the +/-10% changes 
in the financial market indices this provides powerful, effective tools. 
The empirical evidence provided in this and in the previous volume 
clearly demonstrates that astrology works, that specific planetary combi- 
nations can be significantly associated with the changes in mass psychol- 
ogy, with increased optimism or depression, and these in turn are associ- 
ated with ups and downs, the bull and bear markets, on Wall Street and 
the world’s financial markets.
